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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT

To  the  Kettering  Rural  District  Council . 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1  present  for  your  consideration  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report. 

The  chief  features  of  the  Report  for  1909  are  : 

(1)  The  decrease  of  notifications  of  Infectious 

Disease,  only  58  having  been  received 
compared  with  98  last  year,  a  record  for 
this  district. 

(2)  A  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  Northern 

part  of  the  district,  especially  at  Corby,  a 
special  report  of  which  was  sent  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  a  copy  of  which 
is  inserted  at  end  of  this  report. 

(3)  A  small  epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Store- 

field  in  the  Parish  of  Newton.

The  estimated  population,  13,000  at  middle  of  1908, 
has  increased  slightly,  but  not  to  any  great  extent ; 
7  new  houses  have  been  occupied,  and  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  is  only  137.  I  estimate  the  population 
at  13,150  at  middle  of  1909. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  births  have  been 
registered,  the  fewest  number  so  far  recorded  in  this 
district  during  the  past  10  years,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
21*14,  compared  with  23*07  in  1908.  In  spite  of  the 
estimated  increase  in  population,  the  actual  births  and 
the  birth-rate  are  slowly  but  surely  declining. 

The  total  deaths  amount  to  1 41,  or  4  more  than 
last  year.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  10*7;  of  this 
number  57  were  those  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 


This  table  shows  a  slight  increase  compared  to  last 
year,  27  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age,  and  10  of 
th  ese  before  the  end  of  the  first  month.  The  very  severe 
weather  experienced  in  February  and  March  no  doubt 
had  some  influence,  coupled  with  the  large  epidemic  of 
Measles.  The  rate  of  97*1,  however,  is  well  below  the 
average  of  the  preceding  10  years,  and  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  more  congested  areas. 


The  Zymotic  death-rate,  calculated  from  number  of 
deaths  from  the  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  (Small  Pox, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria, 
and  Enteric),  is  r  1 . 
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Here  follow  the  tables  of  statistics  required  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  to  which  is  added  a  list  of  all 
the  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year; 
also  a  report  on  Factories,  Workshops,  Laundries,  Work¬ 
places,  and  Homework.

THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

This  disease  has  of  late  years  been  of  a  very  mild 
character,  and  its  numbers  are  decreasing  rapidly. 

In  1907 — 155  cases,  3  deaths. 

„  1908 — 86  ,,  no  death. 

,,  1909 — 35  „  no  death. 

Fifteen  of  these  35  cases  were  notified  in  Burton 
Latimer  where  the  epidemic  of  the  last  two  years  was 
dying  out  in  the  spring ;  no  fresh  cases  have  been 
notified  since  last  June  ;  6  cases  came  from  one  house. 
This  epidemic,  an  account  of  which  appeared  in  the 
reports  of  1907  and  1908,  lasted  two-and-a-half  years, 
and  no  less  than  81  cases  were  notified  in  1907,  42  in 
1908,  and  15  in  1909,  making  a  total  of  148  cases,  with 
3  deaths,  all  of  which  latter  were  in  1907.  A  very  large 
number  of  the  people  in  this  village  are  engaged  in 
clothing  factories,  and  I  think  the  great  difficulty  in 
coping  with  the  epidemic  was  due  to  this  cause.  The 
factories  are  not  overcrowded,  and  the  sanitation  is  good. 
Now  that  we  have  had  no  cases  since  June  last,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  epidemic  is  ended. 

Five  cases  occurred  in  two  semi-detached  houses. 
The  first  case  was  imported  by  a  boy  who  had  been  away 
from  home  ;  2  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  ;  the 

other  3  were  isolated  at  home.  The  epidemic  was 
confined  to  these  two  houses. 

Only  4  cases  were  notified  from  here,  compared  with 
28  last  year ;  a  child  was  discovered  peeling,  which 
infected  3  others.

Pour  cases  were  notified  at  considerable  intervals; 
3  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Two  cases  suddenly  appeared  at  Weekley,  and 
were  isolated  at  home;  no  cause  could  be  found,  although 
extensive  enquiries  were  made. 

Single  cases  occurred  at  Cransley,  Broughton,  and 
Grafton,  but  precautions  were  taken,  and  no  further  cases 
appeared  in  these  villages. 

A  very  severe  epidemic  appeared  at  Corby,  resulting 
in  8  deaths.  A  copy  of  the  Special  Report  sent  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  appears  at  end  of  this  report. 
The  Schools  were  closed  and  disinfected.  Weldon,  a 
village  one-and-a-half  miles  distant,  was  also  visited  by 
a  severe  form  of  Measles,  and  2  deaths  occurred  here. 
It  happened  during  a  spell  of  very  severe  weather,  and 
Broncho-Pneumonia  carried  off  the  4  children.  Altogether 
13  deaths  occurred  in  the  whole  district  from  this  cause. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  1  death 
occurred  ;  1  was  subsequently  proved  not  to  be  Diph¬ 
theria,  as  no  organism  could  be  found  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association.  In  every  case,  when  possible,  a 
swab  is  now  sent  up  for  examination,  the  cost  being 
defrayed  by  the  Council. 

Two  cases  were  found  at  the  Cottage  Homes, 
Burton  Latimer,  and  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The 
drains  were  found  to  be  defective.  This  was  at  once 
remedied  ;  no  more  cases  were  notified  from  here. 
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Enteric 

Fever. 


One  case  was  notified  from  Cranslev,  and  verified 
by  Clinical  Research.  Here  the  drains,  on  being  smoke 
tested,  leaked  seriously,  and  had  to  be  relaid.  No 
further  case  occurred  here. 

A  single  case  appeared  at  Corby,  and  proved  fatal 
at  once  ;  the  house  and  bedding  were  disinfected. 

1 . 

A  single  case  occurred  at  Weekley  in  a  cottage 
next  to  where  the  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  suddenly 
and  unaccountably  appeared.  All  the  drains  were 
examined,  and  no  cause  could  be  found.  The  case  was 
verified  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  and  made 
a  good  recovery  with  anti-toxin. 

A  single  case  occurred  at  Cottingham,  where  the 
privy  required  cleaning;  removal  to  Hospital  was  offered 
but  refused. 

On  July  20th  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified 
at  Geddington  ;  nothing  on  the  premises  could  be  found 
likely  to  account  for  it. 

On  July  2 1  st  Case  2  was  notified  at  Storefield 
Cottages,  in  the  Parish  of  Newton,  about  two  miles  away 
from  Case  i.  No  defect  of  sanitation  could  be  found 
here.  It  was  noticed,  however,  that  Case  i  worked  at 
the  ironstone  pits  close  to  Case  2,  and  that  they  had 
played  cricket  together  in  a  field  near  by,  and  both  had 
drunk  some  water  from  a  pump  behind  two  cottages 
called  Barford  Cottages  shewn  in  the  accompanying  map. 
Meanwhile  three  more  cases  (3,  4,  and  3)  were  notified 
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on  July  26th  at  these  two  cottages  above  mentioned, 
close  to  the  pump.  On  July  26th  a  sixth  case  was 
notified  at  a  Keeper’s  Lodge  about  300  yards  away  ; 
this  boy  had  also  played  cricket  with  Cases  1  and  2,  and 
had  also  drunk  water  out  of  the  pump. 

A  report  of  analysis  of  this  pump  water  now 
arrived  from  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  proving 
recent  contamination  of  the  well. 

The  pump,  previously  condemned  on  suspicion,  was 
now  closed  and  the  well  filled  in.  Meanwhile  Case  7 
was  notified  on  August  7th  who  had  also  drunk  this 
water,  and  was  in  the  same  house  as  Case  2.  All  these 
cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Pure  water  was  fetched 
from  a  distance  to  these  cottages,  and  the  epidemic 
ceased  here,  but  on  August  1 7th  two  more  cases  were 
discovered  at  Geddington  in  the  house  where  Case  1  had 
been  ill  previous  to  his  removal  to  the  Hospital.  This 
case  I  had  no  doubt  infected  the  privy  here,  and  although 
disinfectants  were  used  at  the  time,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  flies  infected  the  milk  supply  and  pantry  in  the 
house.  These  two  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital ;  the 
privy  was  limed,  then  filled  up  and  pail  closet  substituted. 
By  these  means  a  serious  epidemic  in  a  populous  village 
was  averted. 

We  have  again  to  record  no  case  of  Small-Pox  in 
the  district. 

Ten  cases  died  during  the  year ;  three  cases  were 
notified  to  me  only.  Voluntary  notification  is  a  failure, 
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and  if  this  disease  is  to  be  checked  the  importance  of 
compulsory  notification  of  all  cases  cannot  be  over¬ 
estimated.  In  the  absence  of  this  latter,  however,  I 
would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  my 
suggestions  on  page  i  2  in  last  year’s  report. 

I  am  exceedingly  pleased  to  report  that  arrange¬ 
ments  are  in  progress  whereby  the  useful  work  of  the 
Sanatorium  will  be  extended.  The  educational  value 
of  this  Institution,  teaching  the  patient  and  his  friends 
that  the  sputem  in  this  disease  should  be  disinfected, 
cannot  be  over-estimated. 

There  has  been  no  case  for  four  years. 

Only  6  cases  have  been  reported  in  the  whole  of  the 
district. 

Twenty-seven  infants  have  died  before  reaching  the 
age  of  one  year,  being  a  rate  of  97*1.  Ten  of  these 
children  died  before  they  were  a  month  old,  4  of  whom 
had  congenital  defects,  3  were  prematurely  born,  2  died 
of  convulsions,  and  1  of  marasmus.  The  Measles 
epidemic  accounted  for  3  deaths. 

All  the  Factories  and  W orkshops  have  been  inspected, 
and  there  is  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation  for  both 
sexes  in  all  these  except  in  one  instance,  which  has  been 
notified  to  that  effect,  and  will  shortly  be  remedied. 

There  are  16  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district.  We 
have  no  special  Meat  Inspector,  but  as  these  Slaughter 
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Houses  are  scattered  over  a  large  area  of  country,,  and 
often  only  one  animal  is  slaughtered  at  a  time,  it  would 
be  practically  impossible  for  him  to  see  each  carcase.

The  first  two  months  of  the  year  were  exceedingly 
dry,  and  water  became  very  scarce.  Many  of  the  springs 
were  almost  dry,  and  water  in  many  instances  had  to  be 
fetched  from  some  distance.  June,  July,  October,  and 
December  were  all  very  wet  months,  so  that  the  total 
rainfall  amounted  to  23^83  inches ;  higher  figures  were 
registered  in  some  parts  of  the  district.

The  new  scheme  gives  a  magnificent  supply  of 
water  to  this  village.  The  sewer  was  re-laid  in  Piggott’s 
Lane  ;  also  a  new  sewer  was  laid  in  Croxen’s  Yard.  The 
effluent  from  the  sewerage  is  good. 

The  well  at  Geddington  Cross  ran  very  low  during 
the  drought  in  the  Spring,  and  some  doubt  was  expressed 
as  to  its  purity ;  on  being  tested  a  second  time,  however, 
it  was  found  to  be  good. 

The  septic  tank  has  been  cleaned  out,  and  the 

effluent  is  improving. 

The  new  well,  with  a  windmill  pump  attached,  gives 
a  good  supply  of  water,  and  is  a  great  boon  to  the 
village  ;  the  old  main  drain  is  not  in  the  best  of  order. 

A  copy  of  the  Special  Report  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  re  the  Water  Supply  will  be  found  on  page 
19.  The  various  improvements  which  were  suggested  in 
this  report  have  been  carried  out. 

A  complete  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  this  village 
has  been  prepared,  and  the  work  will  be  carried  out 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  sanction  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  has  been  obtained. 

The  new  scheme  of  Water  Supply  for  this  village 
has  not  been  carried  out  yet,  owing  to  unforseen 
difficulties.  The  sanitary  condition  of  this  village  leaves 
something  to  be  desired,  and  the  School  playground  last 
winter  was  a  sea  of  mud. 
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Cottingham.  1  he  old  stone  dram  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report 

has  been  relaid  with  Q-inch  socketed  pipes  ;  also  a  length 
of  open  ditch  has  been  covered  in  over  12-inch  pipes.

The  new  septic  tank  is  finished. 


Rushton.  A  new  length  of  sewer  has  been  laid  near  the  church 

in  connection  with  the  main  drain  of  the  village. 

Loddmgton.  This  village  being  over  400  feet  above  the  sea  level, 
suffered  severely  from  want  of  water  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  but  no  case  of  infectious  disease 
occurred.

A  scheme  for  a  new  Cemetery  at  Burton  Latimer 
was  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  I 
made  a  Special  Report  for  the  official  enquiry,  which 
was  held  at  Burton  Latimer  in  November  last. 


1  he  health  of  Geddington  and  surrounding  villages 
will  no  doubt  be  benefitted  by  the  new  resident  Nurse, 
who  has  just  taken  up  her  duties. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  lost  the  services  of  Mr. 
Roy  Davey,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  Mr.  Wallis,  who 
has  taken  up  his  duties,  has  given  great  assistance,  and 
carried  out  my  instructions  with  tact  and  care,  and  I 
must  thank  Mr.  Gillson,  the  Surveyor  of  the  Council, 
for  his  ready  help  in  the  drainage  and  water  supply 
department. 

In  conclusion,  l  have  no  hesitation  m  saying  that 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  is  improving.  During 
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two  separate  months  there  was  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  notified,  a  record  never  before  achieved  since  the 
Notifications  Act  was  adopted  here,  but  several  improve¬ 
ments  should  be  made,  two  of  which  I  drew  attention  to 
in  last  year’s  report,  viz.,  the  proper  disinfection  of  rooms 
where  Consumption  and  Cancer  cases  have  died.  If  the 
public  could  only  be  roused  to  the  danger  incurred  when 
persons  move  into  another  house  and  sleep  in  a  room  lately 
vacated  by  one  of  these  cases,  it  would  very  soon  be 
remedied.  I  trust  the  Council  may  be  able  to  take  some 
steps  in  the  near  future  with  this  object.

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  BROUGHTON 

DRAINAGE. 

Sir, 

In  response  to  the  request  contained  in  your  letter 
of  the  1 6th  December  last,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  of  Kettering,  that  I  should  prepare  a 
Special  Report  on  the  Water  Supply  of  the  village  of 
Broughton,  “  and  its  sufficiency,  apart  from  its  need,  of 
sewer  flushing,  and  its  wholesomeness, ”  I  submit  the 
following : — 

Before  proceeding  further,  I  wish  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  remarks  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1907  : 

Drainage  of  Broughton. — ‘"There  is  as  yet  no 
proper  Water  Supply,  and  the  flushing  of  these  drains 
has  to  be  done  by  a  cart  periodically  ;  this,  however,  is 
not  satisfactory,  as  there  is  not  enough  water  to  make 
the  sewage  disposal  works  act  efficiently.” 

I  meant  to  convey  that  there  is  no  proper  supply 
for  flushing  the  drains,  and  not  to  imply  that  there  is  not 
enough  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

There  are  273  houses  in  Broughton.  To  supply 
these  there  are  76  wells  which  are  covered,  with  pumps 
affixed,  and  1  1  open  wells  in  use.  There  are  3  parish 
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wells  which  supply  28  houses,  these  having  no  supply  of 
their  own.  There  are  14  wells  known  to  be  polluted, 
which  are  not  used. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  as  far  as  quantity  goes  there 
is  an  ample  supply  of  water  ;  although  it  has  been  a  dry 
season  there  is  still  plenty  of  water  in  the  wells,  1 
inspected  all  the  1 1  open  wells  in  use,  took  samples  from 
each,  and  with  one  exception  they  passed  a  rough  test. 

Two  out  of  the  three  parish  wells  are  open,  and  one 
is  closed,  with  a  pump  over  it.  This  latter  is  excellent 
water,  fit  for  drinking.  The  other  two  were  found,  on 
chemical  analysis,  to  be  unfit  for  drinking.  The  first  one 
is  a  shallow  well  by  ihe  side  of  a  by-road,  where  buckets 
can  be  dipped  by  hand  ;  this  can  be  easily  contamin¬ 
ated.  The  people,  however,  who  use  it  do  not  complain 
of  illness.  The  other  parish  well  is  situated  on  the 
the  village  green,  and  is  a  deep  well  with  a  bucket  and 
windlass.  This  is  situated  near  some  privies,  also,  the 
the  top  being  open,  water  gets  back  into  the  well  from 
round  the  sides.  The  Churchyard  is  also  near,  but  1 
think  too  far  off  to  contaminate  it.  This  well  was  cleaned 
out  and  then  gave  a  much  better  report.  I  would 
suggest  that  both  these  wells  be  covered  in  completely, 
a  pump  erected,  and  the  privies  in  the  one  case  dug  out 
and  removed.  I  believe  then  that  the  water  would  be 
quite  good.  With  regard  to  the  open  wells,  I  would 
suggest  that  one  of  them  be  filled  in,  as  it  is  shallow  and 
dirty.  The  others  are  fine,  large  wells,  and,  if  covered 
over  and  pumps  affixed,  would  not  then  be  liable  to 
pollution,  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain.

ist.  That  the  health  of  the  village  is  exception¬ 
ally  good. 

2nd — That  no  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been 
notified  during  1908. 

3rd — That  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified 
in  1907,  and  that  was  traced  to  a  faulty  drain. 

4th — That  the  quantity  of  water  is  practically  un¬ 
limited. 

1  am  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  urgency  for  a  new 
water  supply,  other  than  that  required  for  flushing,  as 
before  mentioned.

Re  PROPOSED  EXTENSION  OF  BURTON 

LATIMER  CEMETERY. 

Sir, 

I 

In  response  to  your  request  for  report  as  to 
suitability  of  proposed  site  for  extension  of  Cemetery  at 
Burton  Latimer,  I  submit  the  following  : — 

The  proposed  site  of  rather  more  than  three  acres 
is  situated  on  the  slope  of  a  hill  on  the  south  side  of  the 
village. 

A  new  Water  Supply  has  lately  been  laid  on, 
bringing  an  unlimited  supply  of  pure  water  from  a  deep 
well  two-and-a-half  miles  away.  There  is  no  possibility 
of  this  being  contaminated,  but  many  of  the  houses  at 
present  are  depending  on  well  water.  There  is,  however, 
only  one  well,  a  private  one,  in  use ,  within  ioo  yards 
radius  of  the  new  site,  and  this  well  is  much  nearer  to  the 
present  burial  ground,  and  it  is,  I  am  informed,  about  to 
be  closed  and  the  new  supply  laid  on. 

The  site  is  at  present  a  grass  field,  sloping  rapidly 
away  from  the  village  towards  a  small  brook  with  a  good 
stream  of  water  running  down.  There  is  about  three 
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rainage. 


feet  of  loam  overlying  a  thick  clay  bed.  X  inspected 
five  trial  holes,  and  water  was  found  at  varying  depths, 
in  two  instances  only  three  feet  below  the  surface  ;  con¬ 
sequently  before  any  burials  can  be  effected  the  site 
must  be  drained,  this  can  easily  be  done  into  the  brook 
at  the  lowest  level  of  the  field  away  from  the  village. 

This  brook  has  a  good  fall,  and  a  few  hundred  yards 
lower  down  receives  the  outfall  of  the  Sewaee  Farm. 
There  are  no  houses  very  near  this  brook,  and  there  is 
practically  no  risk  of  any  nuisance  from  this  cause. 

From  a  public  health  point  of  view,  1  see  no 
objection  to  this  site  being  used  as  a  burial  ground.

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  MEASLES  EPIDEMIC 

AT  CORBY. 


June  yth,  igog. 

Sir, 

In  response  to  your  request  for  a  special  report  on 
Measles  epidemic  in  February  of  this  year,  at  the  village 
of  Corby  in  this  District,  1  submit  the  following  : — 

Corby  is  a  village  situated  in  north-east  part  of 
District  with  a  population  of  about  i  too,  and  had  been 
free  from  any  infectious  disease  for  some  time.  During 
January  and  February,  a  very  large  number  of  villages 
in  North  Northamptonshire  were  visited  by  more  or  less 
severe  epidemics  of  Measles.  On  January  20th,  one 
case  of  Measles  was  observed  in  a  house  in  Weldon 
Road,  this  was  isolated  from  school.  The  child  had 
recently  paid  a  visit  to  Weldon  where  many  cases  were 
in  progress  at  the  time,  Weldon  being  about  one-and-a- 
half  miles  distant.  No  other  cases  occurred  until  Feb¬ 
ruary  1  st,  when  qtite  suddenly  many  cases  appeared, 
which  resulted  in  30  different  families  being  affected. 
I  was  acquainted  with  these  facts  on  February  2nd,  and 
at  once  closed  the  school  for  three  weeks,  which  period 
was  subsequently  extended  to  March  1 6th.  The  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  were  also  closed,  and  the  meetings  of  Band 
of  Hope,  Mothers’  Meetings,  Young  Peoples’  Guild,  etc. 
Children  were  also  excluded  from  Church  and  Chapel. 
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The  epidemic  spread  with  great  rapidity,  and  179  school 
children  had  Measles,  as  well  as  a  large  number  of 
younger  ones  :  probably,  at  least,  250  cases  occurred. 
There  is  a  village  Nurse  who  worked  hard.  The 
mortality  was  great,  chiefly  due  to  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia,  and  is  attributed  by  the  two  local  medical 
men  to 

1.  Severity  of  epidemic. 

2.  Poverty  of  those  families  who  lost  children. 

3.  Extreme  severity  of  weather  at  the  time. 

4.  Overcrowded  state  of  village. 

The  zymotic  death  rate  during  previous  year  in 
the  whole  district  was  nil ,  consequently  the  law  of 
average  may  have  had  some  influence  in  this  epidemic. 
Enquiries  have  been  made  as  to  the  statement  of  over¬ 
crowded  state  of  village.  New  iron  works  are  being 
made  here,  and  many  lodgers  are  accommodated,  but  in 
no  case  have  I  been  able  to  prove  inadequate  space  per 
person  in  the  sleeping  rooms. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  village  is  not  ideal,  old 
drains  communicating  with  an  open  brook  which  runs 
through  the  village  and  which  smells  at  times  most 
offensively,  but  a  new  scheme  for  water  supply  is  being 
prepared.  No  doubt  in  the  future  it  will  be  followed  by 
better  drainage,  but  of  late  years  this  has  been  a  very 
healthy  village.

The  following  Schools  were  disinfected  owing  to 
outbreaks  of  Measles  •  Geddington,  Weldon,  Great 
Oakley,  and  Corby. 

Six  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  at  Storefield 
Cottages,  Newton,  in  August.  The  origin  of  the 
epidemic  was  found  to  be  a  polluted  well.  Unfortunately 
a  man  belonging  to  Geddington,  and  working  at  the 
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ironstone  siding  near,  drank  of  the  polluted  water,  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease,  and  was  the  cause  of  two  persons 
contracting  the  disease  at  Geddington.  The  pump  over 
the  polluted  well  was  immediately  removed  and  the  well 
closed  in.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  owner  of  the 
cottages  to  provide  a  pure  supply  of  water. 

Three  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  voluntarily  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  from  Broughton,  Loddington,  and 
Great  Oakley.  The  rooms  in  each  case  were  disinfected.

The  details  of  each  plan  are  carefully  examined  and 
compared  with  the  Byelaws.  The  work  in  each  case  is 
inspected  by  me  and  the  drains  tested.  This  entailed 
nearly  200  inspections,  the  bulk  of  which  were  at  Burton 
Latimer.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  at  Burton 
Latimer  only  about  15  premises  are  not  connected  with 
the  sewer.

I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  during  the  past 
year  I  have  made  inspections  of  premises  occupied  by 
Registered  Cow  Keepers  to  the  number  of  349,  and  an 
individual  examination,  with  especial  regard  to  the 
condition  of  their  udders,  of  3246  Milking  Cows. 

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  the  Cowsheds 
inspected,  the  following  conditions  were  found  to  prevail, 
viz.  : —

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Cowsheds  in  the  period  covered  by  the  Report 
was  unsatisfactory  or  bad  in  8*02  cases  per  cent. 

A  separate  inspection  of  every  cow  contributing  to 
the  public  Milk  Supply,  and  with  especial  regard  to  the 
condition  of  its  udder,  has  been  made  with  the  following 
results  — 

Number  of  Cows  inspected,  3246. 

Number  of  abnormal  udders,  1  10  or  3*38  per  cent. 

Of  these  deranged  udders  24  or  ‘73  per  cent,  were 
in  a  condition  calculated  to  render  the  milk  harmful 
to  persons  consuming  it  in  an  uncooked  state;  the 
remaining  86  or  2*64  per  cent,  being  cases  of  atrophied 
quarters  or  other  abnormalities,  which  would  not  affect 
the  quality  of  the  milk. 

During  the  year,  and  on  many  previous  occasions, 
my  attention  has  been  called  by  milk  consumers  to  the 
fact  that  dairymen  often  have  in  their  possession  cowrs 
which  are  affected  with  tumours,  or  as  they  are  popularly 
termed  “  cancers,”  in  the  region  of  the  throat  or  jawrs, 
and  complaining  that  milk  from  these  animals  is  allowed 
to  be  sold  for  public  consumption.  It  is  perfectly  true 
that  a  number  of  the  dairy  stock  in  this,  and  most  other 
districts,  are  affected  with  these  tumours,  but  I  should 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  that  they  are  not 
cancers  at  all,  but  simply  actinomycotic  growths,  due  to 
a  fungus  which  grows  on  certain  plants,  and  particularlv 
on  the  awns  of  barley.  The  effect  on  cattle  consuming 


grain  so  affected  may  be  to  cause  a  tumour  at  or  near 
the  point  of  inoculation  ;  but  the  disease  is  purely  local, 
cannot  be  transmitted  from  one  animal  to  another,  or 
from  animal  to  man,  and  has  no  effect  whatever  upon  the 
milk,  or  upon  the  meat  either,  provided  the  diseased 
portion  be  cut  away.

Of  the  28  Cowsheds  the  state  of  which  was  bad  or 
unsatisfactory,  the  conditions  met  with  were  as  follows  : 
General  sanitary  arrangements  bad  in  8  cases  ;  insufficient 
attention  to  general  cleanliness,  17  cases  ;  accumulation 
of  manure  in  too  close  proximity  to  sheds,  3  cases. 

Of  the  24  cases  of  udder  disease,  the  Milk  from 
which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption,  8  of  these  were 
due  to  acute  Mastitis,  2  to  acute  Supperative  Mastitis, 
1  to  blood  contamination,  and  13  to  inauration  of  the 
gland  suggestive  of  the  existence  of  Tubercular  disease 
of  the  udder. 

At  one  dairy,  18  of  the  28  cows  were  found  to  be 
in  extremely  low  condition,  and  a  sample  of  milk  from 
the  more  pronounced  cases  was  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  whose 
report  stated  that  no  Tubercle  organisms  were  found 
therein. 

In  all,  samples  of  Milk  from  24  cases  of  udder 
derangements  have  been  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  (London)  for  bacteriological  examination  ;  in 
21  of  these  cases  the  Milk  was  reported  as  being  unfit 
for  human  use,  but  in  no  case  were  Tubercle  bacilli  found 
to  be  present. 
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I  beg  to  append  a  tabulated  summary  of  this  Report 
for  1909  by  the  side  of  those  for  the  five  previous  years.

Medical  Officer’s  Report 


To  the  Kettering  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
1909  on  the  health  of  Kettering,  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
of  the  Local  Government  Board.  It  contains  the  Birth  and  Death 
Statistics,  the  measures  adopted  for  the  prevention  of  disease,  and 
the  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year 
ended  Dec.  31st,  1909. 

In  the  year  that  has  passed  two  notable  events  have  taken 
place  which  should  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the  ratepayers 
of  Kettering,  viz.,  the  completion  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
which  have  been  working  satisfactorily  for  some  months  past, 
and  the  New  Reservoir  at  Thorpe  Malsor,  which  now  contains  a 
large  quantity  of  water.  The  town  now  possesses  a  supply  of  water 
sufficient  for  all  purposes. 

Infectious  Diseases  during  1909  have  been  prevalent.  Cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  all  through  the  year  have  been  notified  especially 
during  the  last  4  months.  There  are,  however,  25  fewer  notifica¬ 
tions  than  1908.  I  am  pleased  to  state  there  have  been  no  deaths 
from  Scarlet  Fever. 


The  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  has  been  practically  the  same, 
10  cases  notified  with  2  deaths. 


Enteric  fever  cases  were  6  less  than  last  year, 
ended  fatally. 


Of  these 
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Measles  during  November  and  December  were  prevalent. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  have  also  been  less,  no  doubt  owing 

to  the  wet  summer. 

The  Zymotic  rate  for  1909  was  .28  compared  to  1.37  for 
1908.  Notwithstanding  the  low  death-rate  from  Infectious  diseases, 
the  General  rate  for  1909  is  slightly  higher,  being  11.3  compared 
with  10.7  for  1908.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  large 
number  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  Phthisis,  Apoplexy,  Heart 
Disease,  and  especially  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

GEOLOGY. 

The  sub-soil  at  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  consists  principally 
of  irregular  beds  of  sand,  sandstone,  limestone,  and  ironstone 
known  as  the  Northamptonshire  Sands,  the  lower  portion  containing 
a  good  deal  of  strong  rock,  springs  in  which  form  supplies  for  local 
wells.  These  strata  form  part  of  the  inferior  oolite  formation,  and 
rest  on  the  blue  clay  of  the  upper  lias.  In  the  lower  parts  of  the 
town  the  clay  forms  the  surface  material  with  only  a  very  little 
cover.  The  clay  is  seen  in  the  local  brickyards  at  the  north  and 
south  ends  of  the  town.

706.  Of  these  353  were  males  and  353  females.  In  that  total 
25  were  illegitimate  births.  From  this  return  the  Birth-rate  for 
Kettering  in  1909  is  22.3 — which  is  gratifying  to  note  is  higher 
than  1908  which  was  21.2  per  1,000  of  the  population.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  increase  will  continue.

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1909  there  were  382  deaths,  of  which  206  were 
males,  and  176  females.  The  resulting  death-rate  is  equal  to  12.08 
per  1000,  and  deducting  26  deaths  of  non-residents  we  get  the  nett 
deaths  at  all  ages  for  the  district  as  356,  but  three  deaths  must  be 
added  which  occurred  at  Northampton  Infirmary,  making  total 
359.  7  deaths  occurred  among  illegitimate  children.  The  nett 

death-rate  is  11.3. 

From  the  tables  presented  to  you  it  will  be  found  that  the 
Southern  and  Central  Wards  have  the  lowest  number  of  deaths. 
The  Western  Ward  has  23  more  deaths  than  in  1908.  No  deaths 
from  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  in  the  Northern  and 
Southern  Wards. 
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Uncertified  Deaths  12. — They  were  distributed  as  follows  :

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  113.3  for  1909  will  compare  very 
favourably  with  other  towns  in  the  country  of  the  same  size  as 
Kettering.  As  in  former  years  the  causes  of  death  among  Infants 
under  one  year  is  assigned  principally  to  Premature  Birth  and 
Debility  from  Birth,  36  out  of  80  being  due  to  those  causes  ; 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  coming  next  with  7  each.  Many  of 
these  deaths  were  due  to  ante-natal  causes  over  which  one  has 
little  control,  but  educating  the  mother  by  degrees  how  to  take 
care  of  her  health  will  in  time  help  to  lower  this  high  mortality. 

The  Notification  of  Births  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  been  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner.  As  in  the  first  year 
of  the  adoption  of  the  Act,  the  midwives  and  parents  have  notified 
the  vast  majority  of  the  births.  I  should  esteem  it  a  favour  if 
the  Medical  men  of  the  town  and  the  midwives  would  be  good 
enough  to  let  me  know  when  the  births  are  illegitimate,  so  as  to 
make  my  return  complete. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  Notification  of  Births,  I  should  like 
to  explain  the  manner  in  which  the  cases  are  dealt  with.  When  a 
Medical  man  notifies  a  birth  or  when  it  is  known  that  a  Medical 
man  is  in  attendance  the  Lady  Inspector  does  not  visit  the  home. 

If  a  midwife  notifies  the  birth,  the  Lady  Inspector  calls  at  the 
house,  and  if  no  card  on  “  Feeding  of  Children  ”  has  been  left  by 
the  midwife,  she  leaves  one.  If  the  patient  asks  for  advice  and 
help  it  is  readily  given,  but  on  no  account  is  any  interference  at¬ 
tempted.  These  visits  I  do  know  have  been  appreciated  by  the 
people.  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  old  fashioned  feeding  bottles 
with  long  rubber  tubes  are  not  so  frequently  used  nowadays, 
which  shows  that  the  midwives  are  being  trained  in  a  proper  manner. 
They  can  still  help  in  educating  the  mothers  in  this  important 
detail,  because  it  is  simply  impossible  to  keep  such  a  long  narrow 
tube  clear  and  sweet.  One  or  two  of  the  midwives  might  be  a  little 
more  prompt  in  sending  in  their  notifications  especially  towards 
the  end  of  the  month  when  the  returns  are  made.

From  the  tables  presented  to  you  it  will  be  noticed  that  Scarlet 
Fever  has  been  prevalent  in  the  town  during  1909.  In  January 
a  child  had  been  attending  Spencer  Street  School  who  when  visited 
by  the  doctor  was  found  to  be  peeling.  On  enquiry  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  this  case  was  traced  to  another  child  in  the  house  who 
had  a  nasal  discharge  which  developed  three  weeks  after  leaving 
the  Hospital.  This  case  was  the  means  of  spreading  the  disease 
in  the  North  Ward.  In  April  a  case  was  discovered  during  Medical 
Inspection  to  be  peeling  at  the  Rockingham  Road  School. 

In  September  at  Stamford  Road  School  I  excluded  a  child 
who  had  a  temperature  of  100.2.  This  child  was  afterwards  notified 
to  be  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  At  St.  Mary’s  School  a  child 
was  found  to  be  peeling  ;  and  in  October  the  same  thing  occurred 
at  Park  Road  School.  These  latter  cases  account  for  the  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  during  the  last  4 
months  of  1909. 

It  would  appear  from  the  foregoing  that  the  Schools  have  a 
decided  influence  in  the  spread  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  no  doubt 
the  school  children  have  been  the  means  of  infecting  the  older 
persons  who  have  been  attacked. 

Unfortunately  it  is  not  definitely  known  when  it  is  most  in¬ 
fectious  and  how  long  the  infectivity  lasts.  It  probably  commences 
as  soon  as  the  throat  becomes  sore  and  the  rash  appears,  and 
gradually  declines  in  infectivity.  It  is  probable  that  tjie  infectious 
matter  is  discharged  from  the  mouth  in  the  act  of  crying,  speaking 
and  coughing  and  from  the  nose  in  sneezing,  or  in  blowing  the  nose, 
and  so  passes  to  the  other  children.  Children  with  discharging  ear 
and  nose  seem  specially  liable  to  infect  others,  and  in  the  scramble 
of  play,  using  each  other’s  pencil,  handkerchiefs,  using  the  same 
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drinking  cup,  it  is  easily  seen  how  the  disease  can  be  communicated 
to  others,  and  your  authority  will  recognise  how  difficult  it  is  for 
your  officers  to  keep  control  over  this  disease.  Notwithstanding  the 
number  of  cases  lam  pleased  to  state  that  no  deaths  have  occurred 
from  Scarlet  Fever  during  1909.  I  may  mention  that  our  proce¬ 
dure  for  checking  the  disease  is  as  follows  : — 

I.  The  first  case  is  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
who  sends  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  visit  the  house  and  who  fills  in 
the  enquiry  form  and  leaves  at  the  house  a  leaflet  on  Scarlet  Fever 
and  what  precautions  to  take.  He  then  sends  a  card  to  the  Head 
Teacher  of  the  School  at  which  the  child  attends,  or  at  which  other 
children  of  the  family  attend,  giving  name,  age,  and  address. 
A  Card  is  also  sent  on  the  same  lines  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  Schools. 

II.  If  the  child  is  removed  to  the  Hospital,  the  house  and 
clothes  are  disinfected,  and  7  to  10  days  is  allowed  to  elapse  before 
the  other  children  from  the  house  are  permitted  to  return  to  school. 
A  notice  is  sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  of  the  School  stating  when 
they  are  considered  free  from  infection. 

III.  If  the  child  is  kept  at  home  a  similar  notice  is  sent  to  the 
Head  Teacher  after  disinfection. 

IV.  In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  or  discharge  from  the  Hospital, 
the  parent  receives  at  the  Hospital,  or  from  your  officer,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  printed  notice  or  warning  ;

SCARLET  FEVER. 

While  every  possible  care  is  taken  at  the  Hospital  to  secure 
the  thorough  Disinfection  of  Patients  after  Scarlet  Fever,  it  is  very 
advisable  that  the  following  precautions  should  be  taken,  especially 
in  the  case  of  children  : — 

I.  The  patient  on  leaving  the  Hospital  should  on  no  account 
be  allowed,  for  at  least  a  week  after,  to  sleep  in  the  same  bed, 
with  any  person  who  has  not  had  the  Fever. 
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II.  The  patient  should  not  be  kissed  by  any  person  for 
the  same  period. 

III.  Should  any  discharge  appear  from  the  nose  or  ears 
of  the  patient,  the  parts  should  be  kept  scrupulously  clean  by 
syringing,  and  the  use  of  cotton  wool.  The  wool  should  always 
be  burnt  immediately  after  use. 

IV.  In  suitable  weather  children  discharged  from  Hospital 
should  be  taken  out  into  the  Open  Air  as  frequently  as  possible.

In  only  one  of  the  above  cases  was  a  swab  sent  to  the 
Clinical  Research  Association  who  reported  that  the  swab  contained 
the  Diphtheria  Bacillus.  The  child  in  Gordon  Street  may  probably 
have  taken  the  disease  from  the  father,  who  had  the  disease  io 
months  previously. 

Fowls  were  found  to  be  kept  too  close  to  the  houses  in  three 
cases,  and  the  tenants  were  ordered  to  do  away  with  them.  In 
three  other  cases  sanitary  defects  were  detected  and  put  right 
immediately.  Your  Sanitary  Committee  had  already  inspected 
the  premises  in  the  Central  Ward  where  one  of  the  deaths 
occurred.  In  the  remaining  cases  it  was  impossible  to  trace  the 
source  of  infection.

In  five  of  the  above  notifications  the  patients  had  been  drinking 
well  water.  In  every  case  a  sample  of  this  well 'water  was  sent  to 
the  Clinical  Research  Association,  and  the  reports  were  unfavour¬ 
able.  The  wells  were  closed  and  the  Council  water  laid  on.  One 
case  was  that  of  a  Nurse  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  no  doubt  the 
result  of  personal  infection.  The  last  case  seemed  to  point  to  the 
food  supply  and  from  this  patient  a  specimen  of  blood  was  sent  to 
the  Clinical  Research  Association  which  confirmed  the  diagnosis  of 
the  Medical  man  in  attendance. 


Early  in  September  I  received  a  letter  from  a  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  another  county  stating  that  a  child  in  his  town  was 
suffering  from  Enteric  Fever,  and  that  this  child  had  been  staying 
with  some  friends  in  Green  Lane  for  some  weeks.  There  was  not 
another  case  of  Enteric  Fever  in  his  district  and  he  asked  if  I  could 
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help  him  in  any  way.  The  next  day  a  case  was  notified  from  Green 
Lane  and  it  was  found  that  in  both  cases  they  had  been  drinking 
the  same  well  water. 

For  some  years  past  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  cropping 
up  in  this  neighbourhood  and  your  officers  have  made  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  houses,  and  samples 
of  water  have  been  sent  for  examination  from  several  of  the  wells 
in  this  neighbourhood  and  all  have  been  found  to  be  contaminated, 
one  of  the  lower  wells  especially,  was  grossly  polluted. 

In  every  case  the  owners  were  seen  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
the  fact  that  they  gave  orders  for  the  different  wells  to  be  closed 
and  the  Council  water  to  be  laid  on. 

The  tenants  were  not  quite  so  agreeable  as  they  all  declared 
the  well  water  was  so  much  nicer  to  drink  than  the  town  water. 

The  Council  took  the  matter  up  thoroughly  and  I  beg  to  thank 
them  most  sincerely  for  their  promptness  in  dealing  with  this 
important  question. 

Orders  were  given  that  parts  of  the  sewer  between  Green  Lane 
and  Queen  Street  should  be  laid  open  for  inspection.  On  this 
being  done  certain  defects  were  discovered.  Having  regard  to 
the  fact  that  this  sewer  was  laid  close  on  50  years  ago  it  was  decided 
to  relay  the  whole  of  it.  I  trust  most  sincerely  that  this  very  im¬ 
portant  improvement  will  have  the  effect  of  banishing  Enteric 
Fever  from  this  neighbourhood.

Although  no  deaths  have  occurred  from  this  disease  it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  our  efforts  to  control  Erysipelas  do  not  seem 
to  have  much  effect.  For  the  information  of  the  Council  I  may 
state  that  the  same  precautions  are  taken  by  your  officers  in  this 
disease  as  in  the  case  of  other  notifiable  diseases.  The  only  benefit 
appears  to  accrue  from  well  defined  cases,  when,  it  is  important 
that  doctors  and  midwives  should  be  careful  when  attending 
confinements. 

In  my  opinion  Erysipelas  might  be  deleted  from  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases,  considering  the  small  amount  of  benefit 
which  is  achieved  by  notification.

Only  one  notification  of  this  disease  in  a  town  of  the  size  of 
Kettering,  where  there  have  been  actually  706  births,  not 
taking  into  account  still  births,  is  most  satisfactory.  This  case 
was  attended  by  a  medical  man. 
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There  are  13  Midwives  on  the  register  for  1909  belonging  to 
Kettering,  all  of  whom  carry  out  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board. 

They  are  frequently  inspected  by  Miss  Kingham,  the  Inspector 
of  Midwives  for  the  County,  and  I  know  she  is  most  anxious  they 
should  perform  their  duties  satisfactorily.

The  town  was  practically  free  of  Measles  until  the  middle  of 
November,  when  cases  began  to  appear  in  the  Infant  School  at 
Rockingham  Road,  but  so  far  no  epidemic  has  resulted.  The  Lady 
Inspector  has  visited  the  homes  of  all  the  cases,  given  advice 
when  asked  for,  and  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  sending  for  their 
doctor.  Leaflets  on  Measles  and  its  prevention  have  been  left  in 
every  home,  and  disinfection  of  the  room  and  clothing  carried  out 
when  asked  for.  These  measures  I  do  believe  have  been  the  means 
of  more  attention  being  paid  to  Measles  than  has  been  the  case 
in  the  past.  The  fact  that  not  a  single  death  occurred  from 
Measles  during  1909  is  very  satisfactory.

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The  deaths  from  Phthisis  in  1909  were  32,  which  is  a  decided 
improvement  compared  with  1908  when  the  deaths  were  45.

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation  1908  which  I 
briefly  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  came  into  force  on  January 
1st,  1909.  These  Regulations  deal  only  with  cases  which  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Poor  Law  Officers. 

For  the  carrying  out  of  these  Regulations  certain  forms  have 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  notification,  viz.  :  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E. 

A  Form  is  signed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Poor  Law 
Institution. 

B  Form  is  signed  by  the  Medical  Officer  for  the - 

District  of  the  Union. 

C  Form  is  signed  by  the  Superintendent  Officer  of  the  above 
mentioned  Poor  Law  Institution. 

D  Form  is  signed  by  the  Relieving  Officer  for  the  District  of 
the  -  Union. 

E  Form  is  signed  for  Account  of  Fee  due  to  the  above  Officers. 

Of  the  above  forms,  29  A,  7  B,  and  9  C  have  been  duly  received 
by  me. 

The  patients  residing  in  Kettering  in  respect  of  whom 
notifications  have  been  received,  have  been  regularly 
visited  by  your  officers  and  the  rooms  in  which  they  lived  have 
been  disinfected  from  time  to  time,  the  record  of  which  will 
be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  Disinfectants 
have  also  been  supplied  to  those  people  free  of  cost,  as  well  as 
the  following  card  on  the  prevention  of  Consumption.

CONSUMPTION. 


Sunlight  and  Fresh  Air  tend  to  destroy  the  infection.  Secure, 
therefore,  the  entrance  of  Light  and  Fresh  Air  into  your 
houses.  Always  sleep  with  windows  wide  open. 

Domestic  Cleanliness  is  of  prime  importance. 

Slight  Colds  should  not  be  neglected. 

This  disease  is  Highly  Infectious  when  the  expectoration  or 
spit  of  the  patient  is  allowed  to  dry  on  any  surface,  and 
to  be  carried,  in  the  form  of  dust,  into  the  air. 

By  breathing  this  air  the  disease  is  readily  spread.  Patients 
should  therefore  not  spit  on  the  streets  or  in  Public  Places.

Where  pieces  of  Rag  or  Paper  are  used,  these  should  at  once 
be  destroyed  by  Burning. 

The  Patient’s  Rooms,  etc.,  will  be  disinfected  Free  of  Charge, 
on  application  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Market  Street 
Chambers. 

In  families  with  young  children,  the  Milk  should  be  boiled  or

I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  already  these  Regulations  are 
bearing  fruit. 

Throughout  the  year  your  officers  have  distributed  handbills 
pointing  out  the  danger  of  this  disease,  at  the  various  Public  In¬ 
stitutions,  Clubs,  etc. 
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T  am  pleased  to  record  that  one  or  two  of  the  Medical  men 
have  asked  your  officers  to  disinfect  rooms  of  their  patients  who 
are  suffering  from  consumption,  which  request  has  been  promptly 
attended  to 

The  offer  of  your  authority  to  have  the  sputum  examined 
by  the  Clinical  Research  Association  free  of  expense  to  the  rate¬ 
payers,  has  not  been  taken  advantage  of  as  it  might  have  been. 
The  reason  for  this  is,  I  am  afraid,  the  medical  man  and  the  public 
consider  it  is  an  interference  with  their  liberty,  and  might  have  a 
prejudicial  effect  with  regard  to  their  employment.  But  they  can 
be  assured  on  behalf  of  your  officers  that  all  communications  are 
treated  as  absolutely  confidential,  and  no  officious  interference 
will  ever  be  attempted.  We  are  most  anxious  to  help  in  educating 
the  public  to  understand  the  infectiousness  of  Consumption,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  give  them  hope  that  there  is  still  a  chance  of 
return  to  health  and  work. 

Three  years  ago  I  suggested  the  advisability  of  utilising  the 
present  smallpox  Hospital  on  the  Roth  well  Road  as  a  suitable 
place  to  treat  early  cases  of  consumption,  principally  from  an 
educational  point  of  view,  with  the  strict  understanding  that  should 
a  case  of  smallpox  occur  the  consumptive  patient  leave  the  Hospital 
at  once.  I  am  rather  glad  to  find  that  other  authorities  are  con¬ 
sidering  this  matter,  notably  Staffordshire  County  Council,  who 
have,  I  understand,  made  application  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  the  necessary  permission.  I  quite  realise  the  difficulties 
should  a  case  of  smallpox  occur,  still  with  proper  organisation 
and  discipline  I  have  no  fear  that  they  could  be  surmounted. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  arrangements  have  been 
recently  arrived  at  whereby  the  whole  of  the  beds  in  the  Work- 
house  Sanatorium  shall  be  utilised.

PUBLIC  DISINFECTION  STATION. 


The  necessity  for  the  station  is  now  beyond  doubt.  It  is  the 
one  thing  lacking  in  the  public  health  administration  of  the  town 
to  make  Kettering  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  very  first,  town  of  its 
size  in  the  county.  May  I  again  urge  your  authority  to  take  steps 
at  the  earliest  opportunity  for  the  provision  of  such  a  building. 
You  have  the  land  which  is  central  and  convenient,  and  I  am  con¬ 
fident  that  such  a  station  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  public 
health  of  the  town. 


When  the  Disinfecting  Station  is  being  discussed  I  would  also 
suggest  the  advisability  of  erecting  a  Cleansing  Station.  This  is 
very  important  now  owing  to  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 
There  are  no  baths  or  appliances  in  connection  with  any  of  the 
schools,  and  under  the  Children’s  Act,  1908,  Section  122,  when  a 
child  is  found  dirty  and  verminous  and  excluded  from  school,  the 
parents  are  warned  and  recommended  what  to  do  to  remedy  the 
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condition.  If  no  attention  is  paid  to  these  recommendations  the 
children  can,  under  the  Act,  be  compulsorily  cleansed  and  their 
clothing  disinfected,  provided  there  is  a  suitable  Cleansing  Station 
belonging  to  the  sanitary  authority. 

These  two  necessary  improvements  will  be  of  great  utility 
to  your  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 


SMALL  POX  HOSPITAL. 

I  am  pleased  to  again  report  there  has  been  no  necessity  to 
use  this  Hospital  during  the  year. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  has  been  in  constant  use  throughout  the  year. 
The  cases  that  have  been  sent  in  from  the  Urban  District  are  dealt 
with  in  the  Local  Government  Board  table,  No.  III. 

The  report  of  Dr.  Lee,  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  and  from  it  you  will  see  that 
the  new  discharge  and  observation  wards  are  now  in  operation, 
and  have  been  of  much  service. 


SANITATION. 

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  1909. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Kettering  Urban  District 

Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  following  details  of  Sanitary  Work 
carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

383  Special  House  Inspections  were  made. 

39  Blocked  Drains,  affecting  98  houses  were  cleared. 
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65  New  Drain  Traps  were  put  in,  39  old  ones  repaired  or 
reset,  12  were  pointed  round,  29  were  disannulled,  and  where 
necessary,  drains  were  sealed. 

3  New  Drains  were  laid,  12  were  relaid,  4  disannulled  and 
connections  sealed,  73  new  connections  were  made,  19 
Tippers  were  put  in  order,  and  11  existing  drains  tested. 
In  addition  to  this,  77  existing  drains  were  connected  with 
new  sewer  at  back  of  Green  Lane. 

10  Inspection  Chambers  were  constructed,  and  7  repaired,  6 
Ventilating  Pipes  have  been  put  up,  2  lengthened,  2  re¬ 
paired  and  1  disannulled,  4  air  inlets  have  been  provided, 
1  repaired  and  1  cleansed. 

67  Old  Closet  Basins,  Pedestals,  Latrines,  and  Urinals  were 
cleansed  or  repaired.  73  New  Pans  and  65  New 
Traps  were  fixed,  72  new  connections  were  made,  35  Old 
Closets,  Urinals,  Ducketts  arrangements,  and  temporary 
W.C.’s  were  disannulled,  6  Cess-pits  were  also  disannulled, 
and  1  emptied  and  cleansed. 

12  New  Water  Closets  were  constructed,  and  Water  laid  on 
to  54  others,  22  were  newly  seated  and  30  repaired,  27 
new  Pedestals  were  put  down.  Repairs  to  walls,  doors, 
and  floors  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  5 
Closets. 

61  Flushing  Cisterns  were  fixed  and  32  were  put  in  order. 
1  Supply  Pipe  was  repaired,  14  new  Sink  Pipes  were  fixed, 
3  were  repaired  and  cleansed,  29  were  pointed  round, 
34  new  Channels  to  receive  sink  and  bath  wastes  were 
made  and  11  repaired,  5  weeping  Pipes  were  fixed. 

31  badly  paved  yards  were  newly  paved,  and  the  paving  in 
yards  belonging  to  18  bouses  was  relaid,  and  belonging 
to  10  houses  repaired.  8  new  Channels  were  made,  and 
1  repaired. 

3  Rainwater  Pipes  were  disconnected  from  drain,  1  Pavement 
Pipe  was  fixed,  7  Rain  Water  Cisterns  were  cleansed,  2 
new  Soil-pipes  were  fixed,  4  repaired,  and  1  disannulled. 
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i  Overcrowding  Nuisance  in  connection  with  a  Dwelling 
House  was  abated  ;  13  which  were  caused  by  persons 
keeping  animals  in  an  unfit  state,  and  463  other  nuisances 
were  abated. 

24  Offensive  Accumulations  were  removed. 

284  Rooms,  Bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected  after  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases,  being  172  after  Scarlet  Fever,  10  after 
Diphtheria,  12  after  Enteric  Fever,  33  after  Erysipelas, 
42  after  Phthisis,  9  after  Cancer,  2  after  Measles,  1  after 
Puerperal  Fever,  and  3  after  serious  illnesses.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  Schools,  disinfection  has  been  carried  out 
thrice  in  17  schools,  and  in  addition  to  this  2  Rooms  in 
the  Infant  Department  at  St.  Mary’s  have  been  disinfected. 

24  Flushings  of  Water  Closets  and  Side  Drains  have  been 
carried  out  in  connection  with  cases  of  Enteric  Fever. 
Extra  Flushing  of  Sewers  has  also  been  carried  out  in 
neighbourhood,  in  some  cases  daily. 

Forty-three  samples  of  Water  were  taken  for  testing,  and 
eight  of  these  were  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association 
for  analysis,  resulting  in  one  well  being  cleansed,  four  wells  being 
closed,  and  Council’s  Water  being  laid  on  to  16  houses. 

Seventy  visits  were  made  to  Factories,  and  of  the  nuisances 
abated  44  were  in  Factories,  and  9  in  Workshops,  most  of  these 
being  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  conveniences.  Other  improve¬ 
ments  were  carried  out  as  follows  :  3  new  Pedestals  were  fixed,  14 
Closet  Seats  were  repaired,  10  Drain  Traps  were  cleansed,  and  2 
repaired,  1  new  Basin  was  fixed,  1  new  Trap  and  2  new  con¬ 
nections  were  made,  3  new  Closets  and  1  Urinal  were  provided, 
and  Council’s  Water  laid  on  to  6;  14  Flushing  Cisterns  and  5  Weeping 
Pipes  were  fixed  in  Closets  and  Urinals,  and  11  Flushing  Cisterns 
put  in  order. 

Eighty  visits  have  been  made  to  Workshops,  Bakehouses, 
and  other  Workshops.  Whitewashing  in  Bakehouses  has  been 
well  carried  out  and  has  also  been  attended  to  at  8  other  Workshops. 
2  new  Water  Closets  have  been  provided,  3  old  ones  cleansed,  and 
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i  Channel  in  Urinal  repaired.  In  connection  with  I  Bakehouse 
the  yard  and  road  leading  to  stable  have  been  newly  paved. 

* 

One  dilapidated  House  which  was  unfit  for  habitation  was 
closed  by  the  owner. 

Four  boxes  of  Smoked  Fillets  being  adjudged  to  be  unfit  for 
human  food  were  condemned  and  destroyed.  Legal  proceedings 
were  unnecessary. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  16  persons  for  using  Obscene 
language  in  the  streets,  against  i  for  causing  obstruction  in  the 
streets,  against  4  for  Stone  Throwing,  against  4  for  Sliding  on 
footpath,  against  1  for  failing  to  notify  a  case  of  Infectious  Disease, 
against  1  for  non-abatement  of  Nuisance,  against  1  for  breach  of 
By-Laws  (3  persons  complied  with  Informal  Notices  as  to  breach 
of  By-Law).  I  have  again  to  thank  the  Police  for  the  willing 
assistance  rendered  in  street  cases,  most  of  which  were  brought 
forward  by  them  and  proved  when  necessary. 

Twenty-nine  persons  were  fined  for  allowing  their  Chimneys 
to  be  on  Fire.  The  fines  amounting  to  £3  ns. 

Statutory  Notices  were  served  in  56  cases.  22  to  abate  nuisances. 
22  to  provide  sufficient  Water  Closets,  4  to  provide  Receptacles 
for  Manure,  6  to  pave  yards,  1  to  remove  an  offensive  accumulation, 
and  1  to  prevent  the  emission  of  dust  from  a  factory  into  the  street. 


In  connection  with  Slaughter  blouses  and  Premises,  8 
nuisances  have  been  abated,  1  new  floor  has  been  laid,  2  yards 
newly  paved,  2  stable  floors  and  the  paving  in  5  yards  have  been 
relaid  and  3  repaired,  5  new  channels  have  been  made,  1  old  drain 
trap  disannulled,  1  gully  fixed,  1  blocked  drain  cleared,  better 
ventilation  provided  in  one  Slaughter-house,  1  manure  receptacle 
repaired  and  covered,  2  pigsties  have  been  disannulled,  and  1  large 
shelter  hovel  for  beast  provided.  Lime  Washing  has  been  periodi¬ 
cally  attended  to. 
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In  connection  with  the  keeping  of  animals  i  yard  has  been 
repaved,  4  receptacles  for  manure  have  been  provided,  and  2  have 
been  cleansed  and  lime-washed. 

Thirty-two  visits  have  been  made  to  Vans,  etc.  Several  were 
made  to  those  on  the  Recreation  Ground  during  the  Feast  Week. 
The  occupants  had  a  most  respectable  appearance.  Vans  and 
utensils  were  very  satisfactory. 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made  to  the  only  registered  Lodging 
House  in  the  district  which  is  always  found  to  be  satisfactorily 
kept. 

Twenty-two  visits  were  made  to  Public  Buildings  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1890,  were  carried  into  effect.  Regarding  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  gangways  and  exits  on  the  recommendation  of  the  general 
Purposes  Committee,  several  improvements  have  been  made,  one 
especially  being  the  printing  and  posting  in  the  buildings,  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  guidance  of  caretakers,  so  that  if  they  should  be 
perplexed  by  the  requests  of  strangers  they  may  easily  refer  them 
to  their  instructions.

Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  and  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  report  lor 
the  year  1909  : — 


DWELLINGS. 


Since  the  January  of  the  above  year  it  has 
been  the  practice  to  send  a  letter  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  signed  by  your  Medical 
Officer,  to  the  owner  of  any  property  in  your  district  which  is  found 
to  be  in  an  insanitary  condition,  stating  the  nuisance  and  requesting 
its  abatement.  In  three  weeks’  time,  if  no  attention  has  been  paid 
to  this  letter,  a  reminder  is  sent  and  another  three  weeks’  grace 
given.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  these  letters  are  receiving  much 
more  prompt  attention  now  than  at  first,  reminders  being  required 
far  less  frequently.  In  only  5  cases,  out  of  a  possible  90,  was  the 
service  of  a  Statutory  Notice  found  to  be  necessary.  In  Dwelling 
Houses  the  following  repairs  have  been  done  during  the  year  : — 


51  houses  have  been  cleansed,  repaired,  etc. 
5  roofs  and  gutters  repaired. 

8  water  pipes  unstopped,  repaired,  etc. 

5  yards  paved  or  repaired. 

13  check  cisterns  repaired. 

1  window  made  to  open. 


7  cases  of  overcrowding  in  dwellings  have  been  abated,  6  on 
verbal  notice,  and  1  after  service  of  a  Statutory  Notice.

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being  complained  of  on  the  first  visit.  During  the  year  n  W.C.’s 
have  been  repaired  or  cleansed,  and  9  check  cisterns  repaired.  The 
factory  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report  as  having  insufficient 
sanitary  accommodation  has  been  provided  with  an  additional 
convenience,  built  on  to  the  others.  Another  case  of  insufficient 
sanitary  accommodation  in  a  factory  visited  in  1909,  has  been 
referred  to  your  Surveyor. 


LAUNDRIES. 


Two  Factory  Laundries  and  one  Workshop 
Laundry  have  been  visited.  The  floor  of  the 
wash-house  of  the  latter  was  undrained,  but 
has  since  received  the  attention  necessary. 

29  Dressmaking  and  Millinery  Workshops, 
6  Boot  and  Lift  Making  Workshops,  and  1 
Machine  Repairing  Workshop  have  been  visited, 
necessitating  20  re-visits.  In  4  cases  where 
the  sanitary  accommodation  was  not  separate 
for  the  sexes,  satisfactory  arrangements  have 
been  made,  and  a  fifth  case  has  been  reported  to  the  Surveyor, 
2  Workshops  have  been  cleansed,  1  ventilated,  3  W.C.’s  cleansed,, 
and  1  unblocked.  The  one  case  of  over-crowding  has  been  abated, 
the  workroom  having  been  enlarged.

A  card  containing  advice 
to  mothers  on  the  management  of  infants  was 
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where  one  had  not  already  been  left  by  the  mid- 

I  have  visited  46  cases  immediately  after  their 
discharge  from  the  Fever  Hospital,  3  cases  after 
notification  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  1  case  after 
notification  of  Puerperal  Fever,  in  order  to  make 
the  necessary  enquiries,  leave  instructions,  etc. 

I  have  drawn  up  two  tables  showing  the  work 
done  in  connection  with  the  schools,  from  which 
it  will  be  seen  that  497  school  cases  have  been 
visited  in  their  homes  after  notification,  and  348  after  inspection, 
these  first  visits  necessitating  504  re-visits.  The  tables  will  be 
found  in  another  part  of  the  Annual  Report.  My  other  work  is  at 
the  schools,  and  is  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Inspections  at 
which  I  attend  when  requested  by  your  Medical  Officer  to  do  so.

Your  two  inspectors  have  carried  out  their  duties  in  connection 
with  the  Inspection  of  Factories  and  Workshops  with  much  tact 
and  zeal,  and  the  fact  that  no  prosecution  has  been  undertaken 
in  1909  speaks  well  for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  employers 
of  labour  in  the  town. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

As  in  former  years  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  etc.,  in  the  District 
have  been  regularly  inspected.  The  report  to  the  Joint  Dairies’ 
Committee  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  will  be  found  in  the  Appen¬ 
dix.  This  report  again  shows  the  importance  of  the  duties  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Joint  Committee. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  no  case  of  illness  during  1909  is 
attributable  to  the  milk  supply. 
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MILK  SELLERS. 

There  are  90  milk  sellers  in  Kettering.  The  Report  of  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  on  the  condition  of  the  shops  and  houses 
which  is  to  be  found  in  Appendix  is  satisfactory. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

At  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  the  water  in  the  Cransley 
Reservoir  continued  to  fall  owing  to  the  small  rainfall,  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  advisable  to  shut  off  the  water  supply  at  nights  ;  this  was 
commenced  early  in  February  and  continued  until  November,  when 
as  the  water  was  rising  well  in  the  reservoir,  and  at  this  season 
was  likely  to  continue  to  do  so,  the  full  supply  was  again  given. 
During  the  time  the  water  was  shut  off  at  nights  the  valves  were 
closed  at  10.30  p.m.,  and  opened  again  at  6  a.m.  ;  thus  there  was 
practically  no  inconvenience  caused  to  consumers,  though  there 
was  a  very  considerable  saving  in  water. 

This  pointed  to  rather  heavy  waste  from  mains  and  services, 
and  to  restrict  this  as  much  as  possible  special  inspections  have 
been  made  throughout  the  year,  including  night  inspections,  which 
have  materially  reduced  the  daily  consumption,  the  total  con¬ 
sumption  last  December  being  considerably  less  than  in  December, 
1908. 

The  pressure  throughout  the  year  has  been  given  from  the 
high  level  tank  at  Clover  Hill,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied, 
according  to  reports  of  the  County  Analyst,  has  been  quite  satis¬ 
factory. 

At  the  New  Works  at  Thorpe  Reservoir  the  embankment 
has  now  been  brought  up  to  full  height  and  a  quantity  of  water 
stored  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  works,  which  so  far  have  proved 
water-tight  and  satisfactory. 

As  in  previous  years  a  further  number  of  the  shallow  wells 
still  in  use  for  domestic  supplies  have  been  closed  and  town  water 
laid  on. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  New  Works  that  have  been  in  hand  for  some  time  have 
been  completed  during  the  year  and  are  now  in  full  working  order. 
They  are  largely  automatic  in  their  action,  the  sewage  flowing  by 
gravitation  through  a  series  of  Detritus  and  Septic  Tanks  on  to 
Percolation  Filtering  Beds  7,600  yards  in  extent,  and  f  6”  in  depth. 
The  tank  effluent  is  uniformly  and  automatically  distributed  over 
these  beds  by  means  of  special  travelling  distributors,  and  the 
effluent,  still  by  gravitation,  passes  from  these  into  the  brook. 
The  various  parts  of  the  work  were  brought  into  operation  as  com¬ 
pleted,  and  everything  at  the  present  time  is  working  well.  A  good 
many  samples  of  effluent  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time,  and 
these  have  been  free  from  smell  and  proved  to  be  non-putrefactive 
on  keeping. 

The  new  method  of  sludge  disposal  by  pumping  on  to  the  land 
into  grips  prepared  to  receive  it,  and  then  covering  the  same  over 
when  sufficiently  dry  with  excavated  material,  has  also  proved 
satisfactory,  the  works  being  kept  entirely  free  from  large  accumula¬ 
tions  of  sludge  which  previously  were  very  difficult  to  deal  with  ; 
and  as  the  old  sludge  beds  have  been  disposed  of  the  works  are  now 
in  a  much  cleaner  condition  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 

TOWN  DRAINAGE. 

Complaints  of  smells  from  manholes  have  been  very  much 
less  this  year  than  in  previous  years,  owing  probably  to  the  much 
cooler  season  that  has  been  experienced.  At  the  same  time  the 
flushing  of  the  sewers  has  been  well  maintained,  and  a  good  deal 
of  extra  flushing  has  been  done  in  districts  where  for  the  time  being 
sickness  has  been  more  prevalent.  In  one  district  where  it  appeared 
likely  that  the  sewer  might  be  at  fault,  this  having  been  constructed 
many  years  ago  when  the  details  of  works  of  this  description  were 
not  so  fully  appreciated  as  at  the  present  time,  several  lengths  of 
the  sewer  were  opened  for  inspection  and  the  state  of  things  re¬ 
vealed  not  being  satisfactory  the  whole  sewer  has  been  completely 
taken  out,  a  new  sewer  laid,  and  about  seventy  connections  made 
to  the  private  drains,  the  cost  of  the  work  amounting  to  over  £ 200 . 
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REFUSE  DESTRUCTOR. 

The  Refuse  Destructor  has  again  worked  well  throughout  the 
year.  The  furnace  has  worked  at  good  temperatures,  effecting 
a  very  complete  destruction  of  the  refuse  without  causing  any 
nuisance.  4,762  loads  of  house  refuse  and  449  loads  of  trade 
refuse  have  been  dealt  with,  and  the  residium,  being  of  fairly  good 
quality  clinker,  has  been  very  useful  for  footway  work  throughout 
the  district  and  for  some  classes  of  road  work. 

The  Destructor  has  now  been  working  for  close  on  six  years 
and  naturally  shows  considerable  signs  of  wear  and  tear,  so  that 
the  time  is  probably  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  found  necessary 
to  provide  a  duplicate  plant. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  and  cleansing  of  the  streets  have  been  carries 
out  as  usual  during  the  year.  2,734  loads  of  sludge  and  sweeping 
have  been  removed  from  the  streets,  the  greater  part  being  taken 
to  the  Depot  rented  by  the  Council  on  the  Rothwell  Road.  The 
centre  and  principal  streets  of  the  town  are  cleansed  daily  and 
the  other  streets  weekly. 

A  great  improvement  has  been  effected  in  High  Street  and 
Gold  Street  by  the  substitution  of  wood  blocks  for  the  old  tar¬ 
macadam  which  had  become  badly  worn  and  seemed  unsuitable 
for  the  amount  of  traffic  that  now  passes  over  these  streets.  This 
really  forms  a  continuation  of  the  work  done  the  previous  year  when 
a  good  paving  of  granite  setts  was  put  down  in  Station  Road  in 
place  of  ordinary  macadam  which  was  quite  unable  to  take  the 
heavy  traffic  of  this  road.  There  is  now  a  good  carriage  way  surface 
from  the  Station  right  through  the  centre  of  the  town,  which  is  a 
very  great  improvement  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 

THE  HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

The  above  important  Act  has  now  been  placed  on  the  Statute 
Book,  and  when  its  provisions  are  thoroughly  mastered  by  those 
interested  it  must  have  a  far-reaching  influence  in  public  health 
administration. 
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On  looking  through  it,  the  Act  in  many  ways  simplifies  and 
expedites  administration  procedure,  and  greatly  strengthens  the 
hands  of  administration  authorities.  For  instance,  it  enables  a 
closing  order  to  be  made  by  the  local  authority  and  the  appeal 
against  such  an  order  must  be  made  not  to  a  court  but  to  the  Local 
Government  Board.  Again,  if  a  local  authority  is  satisfied  that  a 
house  let  to  persons  of  the  working  classes  is  not  kept  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation  they  may  serve  a  notice  on 
the  landlord  calling  upon  him  to  execute  such  work  as  they  may 
specify  to  be  necessary,  and  here  again  the  appeal  is  to  the  Local 
Government  Board.  The  functions  of  the  Board  as  an  authority 
for  deciding  appeals  have  been  greatly  increased  by  this  Act,  and 
the  result  should  be  a  corresponding  increase  in  administrative 
uniformity  and  efficiency. 

Part  II.  of  the  Act  deals  with  Town  Planning,  which  opens 
up  a  new  field  for  the  activities  of  local  authorities. 

STAFF. 

An  important  change  will  shortly  take  place  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Barritt,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  for  18  years  has 
occupied  that  honourable  position. 

The  energy,  tact,  zeal,  and  perfect  courtesy  with  which  he  has 
discharged  the  manifold  duties  of  his  office,  many  of  which  have 
been  unpleasant,  cannot  be  too  highly  rated. 

In  his  retirement  I  am  sure  he  carries  with  him  the  hearty 
good  wishes  of  his  colleagues,  and  the  ratepayers  of  Kettering. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  courteous  colleagues 
for  their  invaluable  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Officers  of  my  own  department, 
who  have  been  indefatigable  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

Also  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
unvarying  support  and  kindly  sympathy  on  every  occasion.

Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  1909. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  a  short  summary  of  the  work  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909. 

In  doing  so  I  have  nothing  to  add  to  what  has  come  before 
you  at  your  various  meetings  during  the  year.  A  short  statement 
will,  however,  enable  you  to  see  at  a  glance  the  extent  and  nature 
of  the  work  done. 

With  reference  to  the  Hospital  itself  the  new  block  of  buildings 
has  been  a  veritable  Godsend.  The  Observation  Ward  has  been 
in  almost  constant  use,  and  I  think  we  should  now  consider  the 
Discharge  Ward  and  Bathroom  indispensable. 

I  suppose  it  is  true  to  say  there  is  no  finality  in  human  affairs 
and  I  am  very  glad  the  Board  has  recognised  this  in  so  far  as  the 
Isolation  Hospital  is  concerned  in  already  having  begun  to  make 
provision  for  a  bath-room  in  connection  with  the  Rural  Block. 
I  wish  to  thank  you,  Gentlemen,  in  anticipation  for  this  much 
needed  improvement. 
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The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  number  of  cases  admitted 
during  the  year.  In  all  there  were  138  cases,  as  against  164  in  1908. 
They  were  made  up  as  follows  : — 

Scarlet  Fever.  Enteric.  Diphtheria.  Meningitis  Erysipelas.

I  regret  to  say  we  have  had  five  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  year.  One  from  Pemphigus,  one  from  Enteric,  one  from 
Meningitis,  and  two  from  Diphtheria.  It  is  satisfactory  that  we 
have  not  had  a  death  from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  usual  mortality 
from  that  disease  is  about  3  per  cent. 

I  have  to  thank  the  matron  and  staff  for  their  willingness  to 
help  me  on  all  occasions  during  the  year.

VETERINARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 


KETTERING, 

January,  1901. 


I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  I  have 
made  inspection  of  premises  occupied  by  registered  cow  keepers, 
to  the  number  of  349,  and  an  individual  examination  with  especial 
regard  to  the  condition  of  their  udders,  of  3246  milking  cows. 

W  ith  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  the  cowsheds  inspected 
the  following  conditions  were  found  to  prevail : — 

Good  or  Satisfactory  in  321  cases  ;  unsatisfactory  or  bad  in 
28  cases  ;  total  349. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
cowsheds  in  the  period  covered  by  the  Report  was  unsatisfactory 
or  bad  in  8.02  cases  per  cent.  A  separate  inspection  of  every  cow 
contributing  to  the  public  milk  supply  and  with  especial  regard 
to  the  condition  of  its  udder,  has  been  made  with  the  following 
results  : — 


Number  of  Cows  inspected  3246. 

Number  of  abnormal  udders  no  or  3.38  °/0. 
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Of  these  deranged  udders  24  or  .73%  were  in  a  condition 
calculated  to  render  the  milk  harmful  to  persons  consuming  it  in 
an  uncooked  state,  the  remaining  86  or  2.64  %  being  cases  of 
atrophied  quarters  or  other  abnormalities,  which  would  not  affect 
the  quality  of  the  milk. 

During  the  year,  and  on  many  previous  occasions,  my  attention 
has  been  called  by  milk  consumers  to  the  fact  that  dairymen  often 
have  in  their  possession  cows  which  are  affected  with  tumours,  or 
as  they  are  popularly  termed  ‘  ‘  cancers/  ’  in  the  region  of  the  throat 
or  jaws,  and  complaining  that  milk  from  these  animals  is  allowed 
to  be  sold  for  public  consumption.  It  is  perfectly  true  that  a 
number  of  the  dairy  stock  in  this,  and  most  other  districts,  are 
affected  with  these  tumours,  but  I  should  like  to  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  saying  that  they  are  not  cancers  at  all,  but  simply 
actinomycotic  growths,  due  to  a  fungus  which  grows  on  certain 
plants  and  particularly  on  the  awns  of  barley.  The  effect  on 
cattle  consuming  grain  so  affected  may  be  to  cause  a  tumour  at 
or  near  the  point  of  inoculation,  but  the  disease  is  purely  local, 
cannot  be  transmitted  from  one  animal  to  another,  or  from  animal 
to  man,  and  has  no  effect  whatever  upon  the  milk — or  upon  the 
meat  either,  provided  the  diseased  portion  be  cut  away. 

Of  the  28  cowsheds,  the  state  of  which  was  bad  or  unsatis¬ 
factory,  the  conditions  met  with  were  as  follows  : — 

General  sanitary  arrangements  bad  in  8  cases  ;  insufficient 
attention  to  general  cleanliness,  17  cases  ;  accumulation  of  manure 
in  too  close  proximity  to  sheds,  3  cases  ; 

Of  the  24  cases  of  udder  disease,  the  Milk  from  wTiicb  was 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  8  of  these  were  due  to  acute  Mastitis, 
2  to  acute  suppurative  Mastitis,  one  to  blood  contamination,  and 
13  to  inauration  of  the  gland,  suggestive  of  the  existence  of  Tuber¬ 
cular  disease  of  the  udder. 

At  one  dairy,  eighteen  of  the  twenty-eight  cows  were  found 
to  be  in  extremely  low  condition,  and  a  sample  of  milk  from  the 
more  pronounced  cases  was  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
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to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  whose  report  stated  that  no 
Tubercle  organisms  were  found  therein. 

In  all,  samples  of  milk  from  24  cases  of  udder  derangement 
have  been  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  (London) 
for  bacteriological  examination  ;  in  21  of  these  cases  the  milk  was 
reported  as  being  unfit  for  human  use,  but  in  no  case  were  Tubercle 
bacilli  found  to  be  present.

Submitted  to  the  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  and  MILK- 
SHOPS  JOINT  COMMITTEE  on  May  24th,  1909. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  that  an  inspection  of  the  Dairies  and  Milk-shops 
in  the  Kettering  Urban  District  has  recently  been  made  in  relation 
to  the  state  and  condition  thereof  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  present  sources  of  the  milk  supply.  A  revised  tabulated 
statement  of  which  I  beg  to  lay  before  you. 

The  changes  amongst  the  Milk  Sellers  have  been  but  few. 
4  have  been  registered,  and  3  have  relinquished  the  trade. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  report  only  one  of  those  by  whom  milk 
was  supplied  resided  outside  the  combined  districts.  One  other 
has  been  added,  viz.,  Mr.  Skinner,  of  Great  Harrowden  Lodge, 
in  the  Wellingborough  Rural  District. 

The  work  spoken  of  in  my  last  report  as  being  about  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  owners  of  properties  at  66,  Melton  Street,  66 
Carlton  Street,  and  on  farm  premises  in  the  occupation  of  Mr. 
Adams  in  the  Stamford  Road,  was  at  once  attended  to. 

A  blocked  drain  has  recently  been  cleared  at  66,  Carlton  Street. 
At  the  store  occupied  by  Mr.  A.  Shrive,  at  22,  Garfield  Street, 
much  better  ventilation  has  been  introduced. 

The  Shops  and  Stores  are  fairly  kept.  The  quantities  sold 
in  shops  are  still  very  small,  being  in  several  cases  not  more  than 
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2  quarts  daily.  Early  in  this  year  a  visit  was  made  to  the  shops 
to  ascertain  how  many  there  were  in  which  paraffin  was  sold.  There 
are  about  40  shoos.  In  10  of  these  paraffin  was  being  sold.  Since 
the  visit  these  have  been  reduced  to  9.  In  most  of  these  the 
paraffin  is  kept  in  what  the  trade  calls  a  **  cabinet,”  which  is  so 
constructed  that  when  not  in  use  the  measures,  etc.,  are  closed  in, 
and  any  liquid  escaping  is  carried  back  into  the  tank. 

At  Mr.  Letts,  24,  Wood  Street,  milk  was  being  kept  in  a  very 
small  place  near  the  kitchen.  He  was  told  that  this  was  unsatis¬ 
factory.  On  my  next  visit  he  had  cleared  this  place  and  was 
selling  in  the  shop,  in  which  paraffin  was  not  sold. 

Regarding  the  supply,  it  appears  to  have  been  well  taken  up 
by  dairymen  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  there  is  therefore 
very  little  necessity  for  buyers  to  go  outside  the  districts. 

During  the  year  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  the  Kettering 
Dairy.  The  patient  was  immediately  removed,  and  those  who 
had  been  in  attendance  were  isolated  for  fourteen  days.  No 
further  case  occurred. 

In  no  case  of  infectious  disease  has  the  source  of  infection  been 
traced  to  or  suspected  to  be  in  connection  with  any  milk  supply.

Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  1909.  The 
Medical  Inspection  of  all  the  children  attending  Spencer  Street, 
Rockingham  Road,  and  St.  Andrew's  Schools  was  completed. 
Thus  the  whole  of  the  children  attending  the  School  in  your 
district  have  now  been  medically  inspected. 

Children  who  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  serious  defects 
on  the  first  inspection  were  specially  re-examined,  which  work 
entails  much  more  time  and  care  than  the  ordinary  inspection. 
Finally  all  children  newly  admitted  and  those  who  were  about  to 
leave  school  were  medically  inspected. 

The  work  of  completing  the  medical  inspection  of  all  your 
schools  has  proceeded  very  smoothly.  The  Teachers  have  been 
indefatigable  in  their  efforts,  though  at  times  inconvenience  has 
resulted  and  fresh  duties  have  had  to  be  assumed,  to  put  the  claims 
of  the  child  first  and  foremost.  I  wish  to  record  my  indebtedness 
to  them  and  to  say  how  much  I  appreciate  their  interest  and  loyal 
help  in  the  work  of  medical  inspection.  On  several  occasions 
the  parent  and  myself  were  unable  to  get  the  child  to  allow  a  proper 
examination  to  be  made,  but  the  Teacher  present  soon  prevailed 
and  calmed  the  child  and  a  satisfactory  examination  followed. 

During  1909  eight  parents  absolutely  refused  to  have  their  chil¬ 
dren  inspected  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  One  parent  sent  the 
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following  note  to  the  Teacher  :  ‘  ‘  We  cannot  come  up  to  the  school 
as  we  have  to  go  to  work.  I  think  he  has  been  examined  enough 
for  4  days  with  having  a  serious  illness  as  he  had  at  the  Feast.” 

In  4  cases  when  the  parents  kept  the  children  away  from 
school  on  the  day  of  Inspection,  the  Teacher  very  kindly  called 
at  the  homes  and  explained  fully  to  the  parents  what  the  inspection 
was  and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  their  children  came  to  school 
the  following  day  and  were  inspected. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  those  parents  who  were 
present  at  the  Medical  Inspection  of  their  children.  Their  presence 
was  a  great  help  in  every  way  to  the  Medical  Officer  not  only  by 
calming  the-  children — especially  the  infants,  who  naturally  in  some 
cases  were  rather  frightened — but  also  for  the  valuable  information 
they  were  able  to  give  me  with  regard  to  the  children’s  infectious 
history  and  other  diseases  they  might  have  had  previous  to  entering 
School,  as  well  as  any  family  tendencies  to  certain  diseases.  The 
importance  of  this  information  cannot  be  too  highly  rated  as  it 
will  be  invaluable  as  time  goes  on  to  your  officers  in  controlling  the 
spread  of  Infectious  diseases,  and  will  enable  them  to  state  what 
children  will  require  to  be  excluded  from  school  or  what  classes 
should  be  closed  should  an  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease  like 
Whooping  Cough  or  Measles  occur.  The  previous  personal  history 
will  enable  your  officers  to  pay  particular  attention  to  their  children 
liable  to  certain  diseases,  such  as  Chorea,  Rheumatism,  Tuberculosis, 
etc. 


I  sincerely  trust  the  parents  will  endeavour  to  be  present  at 
future  medical  Inspections.

Alterations  have  been  made  in  this  school  which  amount 
almost  to  a  remodelling  of  the  school,  and  the  conversion  of  the 
building  into  a  Class  Room  School.

They  will  be  found  to  be  much  the  same  as  the  other  schools 
examined  last  year. 

These  tables  are  quite  up  to  Standard  of  English  and  Foreign 
Height  and  Weight  tables. 

It  would  be  a  good  thing  to  provide  all  the  schools  with  standard 
tables  of  height  and  weight,  so  that  the  children  could  be  made 
to  take  an  interest  in  their  height  and  weight. 
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On  several  occasions  children  themselves  and  many  mothers 
asked  for  their  data  to  be  written  out  on  paper  which  was  always 
given. 

In  Public  Schools  this  is  a  routine  practice,  certain  other 
measurements  being  taken  in  addition. 

The  height  and  weight  of  children  attending  the  Elementary 
Schools  would  be  of  great  value  for  an  estimate  of  physical  progress 
or  deterioration.  Height  is  relatively  constant  ;  weight  is  relatively 
variable.  Height  thus  becomes  a  more  valuable  test  of  individual 
or  racial  degeneration  or  deterioration  of  physique  ;  weight  is  a 
better  index  of  the  immediate  state  of  nutrition.

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RE-EXAMINATION  OF  CHILDREN  SUFFERINCx  FROM 

SERIOUS  DEFECTS. 

In  June  a  notice  was  sent  to  the  Head  Teachers  asking  them 
to  arrange  for  the  re-examination  of  all  children,  for  whom  special 
cards  were  written  out,  as  well  as  any  other  children  who  in  their 
opinion  required  re-examination. 

21 1  were  re-examined  of  whom  83  were  boys  and  128  girls.. 
These  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  following  defects  : — 

Heart,  67  ;  Lungs,  5  ;  Squint,  15  ;  —  Eyelids,  2  ;  Vision,  41  ; 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  52  ;  Cleft  Palate,  2  ;  Deaf,  1  ;  Discharging 
Ears,  2  ;  Chorea,  1  ;  Spinal  Paralysis,  1  ;  Enuresis,  3  ;  Impetigo, 
2  ;  Ringworm,  3  ;  Alopecia,  1  ;  Fits,  1  ;  Mentally  Defective,  5  ; 
Appendix,  1  ;  Scalp  Tumour,  1  ;  Dirty,  5  ; 

12  of  these  children  were  excluded  from  school,  viz.,  5  dirty, 
2  Enuresis,  1  Discharging  Ears,  1  Chorea,  2  Impetigo,  1  Ringworm. 

The  majority  of  children  with  Heart  affection  have  been  seen 
by  their  own  doctors.  Two  were  quite  well  and  allowed  to  take 
part  in  the  ordinary  school  duties.  Thirteen  were  decidedly  better 
compared  to  the  first  examination,  but  were  not  allowed  the  ordinary 
school  duties.  The  other  cases  were  practically  in  statu  quo. 

One  boy  with  Congenital  Heart  Disease  during  the  session 
fainted  when  walking  across  the  playground  and  the  Head  Teacher 
promptly  rendered  first  aid  and  sent  for  doctor  and  the  parent. 

I  excluded  him  from  school  for  a  month  and  as  he  had  improved 
in  health,  he  was  allowed  to  return  to  School  on  the  condition  that 
the  parents  brought  him  to  school  and  also  came  for  him  when  the 
school  was  closed.  It  is  a  moot  point  whether  this  boy  should  not 
be  excluded  altogether. 
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Another  interesting  case  occurred  where  a  boy  had  been 
taking  part  in  a  Marathon  Race,  resulting  in  a  severe  Heart  strain. 
The  boy’s  doctor  very  courteously  notified  me  of  the  condition 
and  on  examination  his  diagnosis  was  confirmed.  A  special  card 
was  written  out  and  directions  were  given  to  the  teacher  to  notice 
the  boy  and  to  report  at  once  if  he  was  not  going  on  all  right. 

The  5  children  with  Lung  disease  were  much  improved. 

Six  children  with  defective  vision  had  been  attended  to  and 
had  been  provided  with  proper  glasses.  9  children  with  squint 
may  require  operation  before  the  eyes  can  be  got  straight.  The 
majority  of  the  tonsils  and  adenoids  require  operation. 

The  cleft  palate  cases  are  to  be  operated  upon  shortly. 
Amongst  the  mentally  defective  was  one  Cretin. 

124  notices  were  sent  to  parents  requesting  early  attention 
to  their  children’s  defects.

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GENERAL  REVIEW. 

Having  completed  the  Medical  Inspection  of  all  the  children 
attending  the  Elementary  Schools,  it  will  be  noted  from  the  tables 
presented  to  you  that  the  percentage  of  defects  found  remain 
much  the  same  as  those  found  in  1908. 

Bad  teeth,  tonsils  and  adenoids  forming  by  far  the  largest 
percentage,  defective  vision  being  third,  and  as  far  as  I  can 
learn  very  little  has  been  done  to  remedy  these  defects. 


CLEANLINESS. 

I  have  been  much  struck  during  1909  with  the  attention  that 
has  been  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  children  coming  forward  for 
Medical  Inspection.  The  teachers  agree  with  me  on  this  point. 
There  is  no  doubt  in  the  future  this  will  continue  to  improve.  The 
condition  of  the  girls’  heads,  however,  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
As  the  parents  evince  a  decided  objection  to  cutting  the  hair  short 
on  several  occasions  children  have  had  to  be  excluded  from  school 
owing  to  the  condition  of  the  head. 

In  one  case  the  parent  used  anything  but  polite  language 
when  her  attention  was  called  to  the  child’s  head  and  body.  She 
declared  it  would  never  go  to  that  school  again  but  would  go  to 
another.  The  Lady  Inspector  called  several  times  at  the  home 
and  explained  to  the  mother  that  it  was  unfair  to  other  children 
who  came  to  school  clean  and  tidy  to  be  infected  by  her  dirty 
child. 

In  another  case  the  mother  after  repeated  warnings  and  ex¬ 
clusion  of  the  child,  was  prosecuted  and  a  conviction  secured. 
Strange  to  say  some  parents  consider  their  children  are  in  better 
health  when  they  have  vermin  in  their  heads  and  declare  that  the 
“  doctor”  says  if  it  wasn’t  so  they  would  have  swollen  glands 
and  such  like. 

In  future,  printed  instructions  will  be  sent  to  the  parents  of  any 
child  found  in  a  verminous  condition,  as  to  the  best  and  quickest 
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means  of  getting  rid  of  the  vermin  and  nits.  If  no  attention  is 
paid  to  this  notice  and  the  Lady  Inspector  finds  the  child  in  the 
same  unsatisfactory  state,  the  parents  will  have  to  be  warned 
that  unless  the  child  is  cleansed  at  home,  it  will  be  done  in  a  com¬ 
pulsory  manner  under  the  provisions  of  section  122  (2)  of 
the  Children’s  Act  of  1908,  and  this  should  be  of  great  assistance 
to  your  officers  in  combatting  this- degrading  condition. 

To  carry  out  this  procedure  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority 
might  be  of  great  help.  A  Public  Disinfecting  Station  is  urgently 
needed  for  the  town  and  if  one  were  erected  on  the  depot  site  in 
the  Rockingham  Road,  a  Cleansing  Station  might  be  erected  at 
the  same  time  where  the  cleansing  of  the  children  and  proper 
disinfecting  of  their  personal  clothing  as  well  as  bedding  &c.  from 
their  dirty  homes  could  be  undertaken. 

It  would  not  be  possible  in  my  opinion  to  provide  a  proper 
bath  and  steriliser  say  at  one  of  the  schools  for  the  accommodation 
is  limited  already.  The  only  other  solution  would  be  a  portable 
bath  at  the  proposed  school  Clinic  in  Stamford  Road.  The  difficulty 
of  disinfecting  the  clothing  would  still  remain,  unless  there  was  a 
supply  of  cast  off  clothing  ready  to  give  the  children  while  their 
own  was  being  disinfected. 

CLOTHING  AND  FOOTWEAR. 

From  the  proceeds  of  a  concert  held  in  February,  1908,  known  as 
“  The  Old  Britishers  Concert  ”  the  sum  of  £ 10  was  allocated  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  boots  for  necessitous  school  children. 

These  were  supplied  during  the  winter  of  1908-9  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  Teachers  and  Officers  of  the  Committee,  and  were 
the  means  of  supplying  Boots  in  many  cases  where  otherwise,  the 
children  would  have  suffered. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  of  the  Boots  being  pawned  they  were 
marked  with  a  private  mark,  and  it  is  regrettable  to  find  that  an 
attempt  to  pawn  them  was  made  in  a  few  instances  ;  these  were 
of  course  stopped  and  the  goods  forfeited. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Children’s  Health  Committee  held  on 
December  ioth,  it  was  resolved  to  appropriate  /io  towards  the 
supply  of  boots  for  the  present  winter. 

During  each  winter  the  School  Attendance  Officer  issues  an 
appeal  in  the  local  press,  for  cast  off  boots  and  clothing,  which 
results  in  many  articles  being  exchanged  to  the  delight  and  benefit 
of  the  poorly  clad  children.  This  appeal  in  the  past  has  been 
generously  responded  to  and  I  trust  as  the  general  public  realise 
what  a  benefit  these  cast  off  clothes  are  to  the  poorer  children,  the 
response  will  be  greater  in  the  future. 

In  four  schools,  viz.,  Stamford  Road,  Spencer  Street,  St. 
Mary’s,  and  St.  Andrew’s  Infants’,  you  will  notice  the  percentage 
of  poor  clothing  and  footwear  is  much  higher  compared  to  the 
other  schools. 


NUTRITION. 

On  the  whole  the  nutrition  of  the  children  attending  the 
Elementary  Schools  in  Kettering  is  quite  up  to  the  average.  It 
was  generally  found  that  those  children  who  had  poor  clothing 
and  were  not  clean  were  also  those  who  showed  the  poorest 
nutrition.  In  those  schools  which  have  the  highest  percentages 
there  were  3  to  4  children  whose  nutrition  was  decidedly  poor  and 
these  cases  attended  the  school  canteen. 


TEETH. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  nothing  has  been  done  with  regard 
to  the  care  of  the  Teeth.  In  the  short  examination  that  takes 
place  only  those  children  with  4  or  more  decayed  teeth  are  put 
down  as  defective.  The  parents  in  every  case  are  notified  what 
to  do.  Many  of  them  consider  it  of  little  importance  and  still 
more  say  they  cannot  afford  the  expense.  During  the  ensuing  year 
a  scheme  will  have  been  promulgated  in  connection  with  the  School 
Clinic  which  should  have  far  reaching  effects. 
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VISION. 

It  has  not  been  possible  up  to  the  present  to  make  out  any 
data  with  regard  to  the  number  of  children  found  to  be  suffering 
from  defective  eyesight  who  have  received  treatment.  Many  of 
them  have  attended  the  General  Hospital  and  seen  the  Oculist 
there.  A  few  have  seen  him  at  his  rooms  and  paid  a  reduced  fee, 
and  others  have  been  treated  by  their  own  medical  man.  As  in 
the  case  of  teeth,  Defective  vision  will  receive  special  attention  at 
the  School  Clinic. 


TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

The  vast  ma]ority  of  these  cases  requiring  operation  are  treated 
at  the  Hospital.  It  is  not  every  case  however  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids  that  require  operation  but  nevertheless  the  parents  pay 
no  attention  to  the  notice  or  advice  and  allow  their  children  to  suffer 
from  ill  health.  It  is  well  known  that  children  with  enlarged 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids  are  specially  liable  to  the  following  : — 

Nasal  Cattarrh,  liability  to  Colds  and  Bronchitis,  Deafness 
and  Ear  discharges,  Sore  Throat,  susceptibility  to  Infectious 
Diseases  and  Tuberculosis,  Enlarged  Glands  in  the  Neck,  lowered 
mental  capacity,  dullness,  spurious  feeblemindedness,  impairment 
of  general  nutrition  and  physique,  lowered  vitality,  predisposition  to 
Chest  disease  and  Tuberculosis,  Deformity  of  Nasal  passages  to 
and  Chest. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  think  that  operation  is  all  that  is 
necessary.  The  after-treatment  is  almost  as  important.  In  the 
past  this  point  has  not  received  the  attention  it  ought  to.  In 
fact,  many  children  have  been  examined  during  the  last  two  years 
when  the  parents  stated  they  had  been  operated  on,  and  in  one 
case  three  times,  and  the  condition  on  inspection  was  as  if  no 
operation  had  been  performed.  Handkerchief  drill  and  the 
breathing  exercises  recommended  in  the  Syllabus  of  Physical 
Exercises  for  Public  Elementary  Schools,  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  will  go  far  to  remedy  this  condition. 
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I  would  suggest  that  all  children  known  to  the  teachers  as 
mouth  breathers  should  have  this  special  drill.  Some  of  the  mouth 
breathers  are  due  to  the  acquired  habit  of  carelessness  in  upbringing 
and  disuse  of  pocket  handkerchief. 


MENTALLY  DELECTIVE  CHILDREN. 

I  his  question  has  for  some  time  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  and  ultimately  a  proposal  was  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Education  for  their  approval,  suggesting  the  setting  apart  of 
a  room  in  the  Infants’  Department  of  the  Rockingham  Road 
School  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  special  class  for  mentally 
defective  children  under  the  supervision  of  a  skilled  teacher. 

I  regret  to  learn  at  the  time  of  writing  (January,  1910)  that  the 
Board  of  Education  cannot  see  their  way  to  agree  to  the  proposal,, 
mainly  on  the  ground  of  the  unsuitability  of  the  existing  Sanitary 
block. 

I  understand  that  the  Committee  propose  to  re-consider  the 
question  with  a  view  to  submitting  a  further  scheme  and  I  am 
strongly  of  opinion  that  pending  the  building  of  a  special  school,, 
a  management  on  lines  similar  to  those  suggested,  is  to  be  desired 
and  would  be  much  more  beneficial  to  these  mentally  defective 
children  not  only  medically  but  educationally,  than  allowing  them 
to  attend  the  ordinary  Elementary  Schools. 


SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

The  question  of  establishment  of  a  School  Clinic,  having  regard 
to  the  importance  of  following  up  and  treating  ordinary  school 
diseases,  eyes  and  teeth,  has  engaged  the  attention  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee  for  some  time,  and  it  was  ultimately  decided  that  your 
Officers  should  visit  Bradford  and  report.  The  following  report 
was  subsequently  made  : — 
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To  the  Children’s  Health  Sub-Committee. 

Your  officers  beg  to  report  that,  as  instructed,  they  visited 
the  School  Clinic  at  Bradford,  and  append  the  following  particulars  : 

The  Bradford  School  Clinic  has  been  established  in  the  Main 
Offices  of  the  Bradford  Education  Committee,  separate  rooms  being 
set  apart  for  the  purpose.  The  only  diseases  treated  at  the  Clinic 
are  those  known  as  “  ordinary  school  diseases,”  and  may  be 
classified  as  follows  : — Sore  Eyes,  Discharging  Ears,  Nose  and 
Throat,  and  Skin  Diseases.  Suitable  local  treatment  is  given, 
but  no  operation  of  any  kind  is  undertaken.  The  following  cases 
are  selected  for  examination,  viz.  : — 

(a)  Children  seen  at  School,  and  whom  it  is  desirable  to 

examine  further. 

(b)  Children  whom  the  Head  Teacher  wishes  to  recommend 
for  some  special  reason. 

(c)  Children  brought  by  the  Attendance  Department  in 

regard  to  attendance  at  School. 

(d)  Children  whose  parents  wish  for  an  interview. 

The  only  cases  treated  in  the  Clinic  are  those  referred  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer  arising  out  of  the  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children  by  himself  or  his  Assistants,  and  any  selected  after 
examination  as  above.  In  all  cases  the  parent  is  advised  in  the 
first  place  to  consult  his  own  doctor.  If,  for  any  reason,  this  course 
is  not  adopted,  the  case  is  taken  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  at 
the  School  Clinic.  Voluntary  agencies,  such  as  Nursing  Institu¬ 
tions,  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries,  are  taken  advantage  of  as  far 
as  possible,  mainly  for  operations,  all  the  other  work,  practically, 
being  done  in  the  Clinic.  The  cost  of  the  treatment  in  the  School 
Clinic  is  very  low,  so  far  as  drugs  are  concerned,  and  is  covered 
by  a  few  pounds  annually.  The  Clinic  is  fitted  with  an  X-Ray 
Apparatus,  which  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  Ringworm  and  Favus 
cases,  etc.,  and  your  officers  were  informed  that  the  treatment  is 
very  effective.  In  addition,  the  Clinic  is  supplied  with  microscopes 


and  usual  bacteriological  apparatus,  eye-testing  apparatus,  and 
has  lavatory  and  bath  accommodation.  Apart  from  the  X-Ray 
apparatus  and  the  microscopic  and  bacteriological  apparatus,  the 
cost  of  supplying  the  articles  referred  to,  is  very  moderate. 

The  treatment  of  defective  eyesight  is  also  undertaken  in  the 
Clinic.  Glasses  are  supplied  to  the  children  at  a  cost  ranging  from 
1/5  to  2/9  and  in  cases  where  the  parent  states  that  he  is  unable 
to  pay,  the  School  Attendance  Officer  presents  a  full  report  of  the 
circumstances  of  the  family  to  the  Committee,  who  then  decide 
whether  or  not  the  glasses  be  supplied  free  of  cost. 

Up  to  the  present  no  arrangement  has  been  made  to  treat 
dentistry  cases,  either  in  the  Clinic  or  by  an  outside  practitioner. 
The  Medical  Superintendent,  however,  is  pressing  for  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  Dental  Surgeon. 

Your  officers  were  also  informed  that  the  parents  of  any 
children  requiring  treatment  and  whose  condition,  after  warning 
by  the  Medical  Officer,  is  not  improved,  are  prosecuted. 

The  Cleansing  of  verminous  children  under  the  Children  Act 
is  carried  out  in  special  rooms  attached  to  the  School  Baths,  which 
are  provided  in  several  of  the  Elementary  Schools  in  Bradford. 

Apart  from  the  supply  of  spectacles,  no  charge  is  made  for 
treatment  at  the  Clinic,  notwithstanding  the  financial  position 
of  the  parent. 

The  School  Medical  Staff  comprises,  in  addition  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  two  assistants  and  two  nurses.  The  number  of  children 
in  the  Bradford  Schools  was  given  as  50,000. 

When  School  children  suffering  from  a  notifiable  infectious 
disease  have  ffieen  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospitals,  they  have 
to  attend  at  the  School  Clinic  for  examination  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  before  they  are  allowed  to  resume  their  work  at  School. 
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Your  officers  were  also  informed  that,  in  addition  to  medical 
inspection  of  children  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Staff,  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  various  Schools  are  required  once  a  year  to  test 
the  eyes  of  all  the  children.  If  any  child  is  not  able  to  read  at  the 
normal  distance,  the  case  of  that  child  is  to  be  immediately  reported 
to  the  School  Medical  Officer,  for  treatment. 

Medical  Inspection  in  Bradford  was  instituted  15  years  ago, 
and  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  voluntary  agencies,  in  addition 
to  private  practitioners,  the  majority  of  children  found  to  require 
treatment,  remained  untreated  ;  the  mere  fact  that  skilled  medical 
advice  was  available,  was  not  sufficient  of  itself,  to  secure  treatment. 

The  primary  concern  of  the  School  Clinic  at  Bradford  appears 
to  be  that  the  child  is  to  be  cured  as  quickly  as  possible,  not  only 
for  the  sake  of  the  child’s  physical  health,  but  also  for  the  sake  of 
other  children  in  the  school,  and  that  of  school  attendance  generally. 

Your  officers  were  informed  that  Bradford  had  no  difficulty 
at  all  with  the  Board  of  Education  in  establishing  a  School  Clinic. 

The  thanks  of  your  Committee  are  due  to  Dr.  Lewis  Williams, 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  gave  your  officers  every  information, 
and  devoted  the  greater  portion  of  his  afternoon  to  them. 

From  the  information  gathered,  your  Officers  are  of  opinion 
that,  for  a  very  small  cost,  it  would  be  possible  to  establish  a  School 
Clinic  on  a  small  scale,  sufficient  to  deal  with  necessitous  cases. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  initial  outlay,  including  the  provision 
of  a  microscope,  which  would  be  essential,  would  not  exceed  £30. 
If  such  a  Clinic  were  established  the  following  School  diseases 
only  could  be  treated,  viz.  : — 

Skin  Diseases. 

Discharging  Ears,  Noses  and  Throats. 

Sore  Eyes. 


The  question  of  a  dentistry,  and  of  the  treatment  of  defective 
vision  would  require  separate  provision. 

The  Committee  unanimously  adopted  the  following  scheme 
for  the  Establishment  of  a  Clinic,  and  the  Scheme  is  now  before 
the  Board  of  Education  for  their  approval. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  Board  have  intimated  that  they 
propose  sending  down  a  member  of  the  Medical  staff  to  go  into  the 
matter  on  the  spot.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Board’s  approval 
may  be  obtained,  as  the  benefit  of  the  suggested  treatment  of  the 
children  will  be  inestimable. 

SCHEME. 

That  a  School  Clinic  be  established  in  a  room  in  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  offices  at  the  Stamford  Road  School. 

That  ordinary  school  diseases,  in  necessitous  cases,  such  as 
sore  eyes,  discharging  ears,  noses  and  throats,  and  skin  affections, 
be  locally  treated  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  on  Saturday 
mornings. 

/ 

That  eye  cases  be  treated,  and  that  Dr.  Harries  Jones,  Oph¬ 
thalmic  Surgeon,  be  appointed  an  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer, 
at  a  salary  of  £10  ios.  per  annum,  plus  5s.  per  case  treated  by  him. 

That  dentistry  cases  be  treated,  and  that  Mr.  B.  }.  Wood, 
Dental  Surgeon,  be  also  appointed  an  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  at  a  salary  of  £10  10s.  per  annum,  plus  15s.  per  half  day 
of  three  hours. 

In  cases  of  eye  treatment,  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to  be  in 
attendance  at  the  School  Clinic,  Stamiord  Road,  on  Friday  morn¬ 
ings,  from  one  to  two  hours. 

In  cases  of  defective  teeth  the  Dental  Surgeon  will  undertake 
treatment  for  three  hours  per  week,  at  times  to  be  hereafter  arranged. 
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In  addition  the  Lady  Inspector  to  act  as  School  Nurse  and 
assist  generally  under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

That  necessitous  children  be  also  provided  with  suitable  and 
inexpensive  spectacles,  free  of  charge,  but  only  on  the  authority 
of  the  Children’s  Health  Sub-Committee  and  after  full  investigation 
by  the  Committee’s  Officers. 

That  the  following  articles  be  purchased  for  use  in  the  School 
Clinic  : — Microscope,  Eye  Testing  Apparatus,  Dental  Chair,  Dental 
Engine,  necessary  drugs,  etc.,  and  that  certain  alterations  in  the 
lighting  of  the  room  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  the  eye¬ 
sight  cases  be  undertaken.  Other  than  the  above  apparatus,  the 
School  Medical  Officers  will  provide  their  own  instruments,  etc. 

The  estimated  cost  of  purchasing  the  foregoing  articles  (which, 
with  the  exception  of  Drugs,  is  an  initial  cost  only)  and  carrying 
out  the  necessary  small  alterations  may  be  put  at  from  £40  to  £50. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  children’s  teeth,  it  is  estimated 
that  about  150  cases  can  be  dealt  with  in  a  year  (calculated  at 
40  weeks)  and  on  the  advice  of  the  Dental  Surgeon  it  is  proposed 
to  limit  the  operation  of  the  scheme  at  the  outset  to  children  of  not 
more  than  eight  years  of  age. 

All  cases  of  necessitous  school  children  requiring  treatment 
shall  only  be  dealt  with  on  the  authority  of  the  Children’s  Health 
Sub-Committee,  and  after  full  investigation  by  the  Committee’s 
Officers. 

In  addition,  Parents  of  any  school  children  will  be  entitled  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  arrangement  as  to  the  treatment  of  children’s 
eyes  on  the  same  terms. 

SCHOOL  CANTEEN. 

I  have  attended  the  canteen  from  time  to  time  since  it  was 
opened.  On  my  first  visit  there  seemed  to  be  a  great  rush  and 
everyone  seemed  to  think  the  sooner  it  was  got  over  the  better. 
There  was  no  one  in  sufficient  authority  to  instil  into  the  children 
the  necessity  of  coming  to  their  dinner  with  clean  faces  and  hands, 
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in  fact  all  the  boys  present  on  that  occasion  had  not  washed  their 
faces  and  hands,  many  of  which  were  very  dirty,  the  cook  with 
one  senior  girl  and  one  junior  being  quite  insufficient  to  attend  to 
anything  more  than  serving  out  the  meals.  It  is  not  enough  to 
supply  the  meals  only,  something  more  should  be  done  to  make 
this  canteen  an  education  to  the  children.  v 

I  am  pleased  to  say  since  I  spoke  to  the  children  they  have 
always  washed  their  faces  and  hands  before  coming  to  the  meals. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  elder  children  should  be  supplied  with 
knives  and  forks  as  well  as  spoons  and  taught  how  to  use  them 
properly.  For  the  younger  children  feeders  certainly  ought  to 
be  given  them.  On  one  occasion  I  found  a  small  boy  taking  Irish 
stew  with  a  spoon.  He  had  the  spoon  in  the  right  hand,  while  in 
his  left  was  a  nice  large  soft  potato  and  after  taking  a  bite  ol  it, 
he  dropped  it  into  the  plate  and  then  calmly  wiped  his  hand  on  his 
clothes.  It  was  impossible  at  the  time  for  the  cook  or  the  senior 
girl  to  correct  him. 

One  can  hardly  expect  the  Teachers  or  even  the  senior  girls 
to  undertake  the  duty  of  superintending  the  educational  aspects 
of  the  canteen.  I  therefore  propose  asking  some  ladies  in  the  town 
if  they  would  be  good  enough  to  visit  the  canteen  say  once  a  week. 
Several  have  already  expressed  their  willingness  and  pleasure  to 
do  so  as  they  had  no  idea  such  a  work  was  in  vogue  in  Kettering. 
No  doubt  some  of  the  ladies  will  help  in  other  ways,  such  as  giving 
old  dinner  napkins  which  could  be  used  for  the  younger  children 
as  feeders.  They  might  also  see  their  way  to  give  some  plants  for 
the  table.  This  splendid  opportunity  of  training  the  children  in 
cleanly  habits  both  before  and  at  meals  has  hardly  been  sufficiently 
appreciated. 

I  trust  in  another  year  to  give  a  satisfactory  report  on  this 
subject. 

Meals  are  served  at  8.20  and  12.30  each  day  at  the  Cookery 
Centre  at  Stamford  Road  Council  School.  The  menu  is  as  follows  : 

Breakfast  each  day  consists  of  Currant  Bread  and  Butter, 
Plain  Bread  and  Butter,  Large  Cup  of  Cocoa  with  Milk  and  Sugar, 
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Dinner. 

Monday — Lentil  Soup  with  Carrots,  Turnips  and  Onions,  Suet 
Pudding  with  Treacle. 

Tuesday — Irish  Stew,  Meat,  Potatoes  and  Onions,  Rice  Pudding. 
Wednesday — Pea  Soup  with  Vegetables,  Plum  Puddings. 
Thursday — Beef  Puddings  with  Suet  Crust,  Potatoes  and  Turnips. 
Friday — Roast  Mutton,  Yorkshire  Pudding,  and  Mashed  Potatoes. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  plentiful  supply  of  Bread  is  given 
to  the  Children  each  day. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Practically  all  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurring  in  the  School 
have  been  the  result  of  missed  cases  which  were  detected  at  the 
Medical  Inspection. 

At  Spencer  Street  early  in  the  year  a  child  was  found  to  be 
peeling  and  on  enquiry  at  the  home,  another  child  bad  been  in  the 
Hospital  and  14  days  after  coming  out  developed  a  bad  discharge 
and  no  doubt  infected  the  other  child  who  must  have  been  distri¬ 
buting  infection  to  other  children  when  attending  school.  In  April 
at  Rockingham  Road  School  a  child  was  excluded  owing  to  peeling. 
In  September  at  Stamford  Road  a  child  was  excluded  with  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  100.2  which  child  was  subsequently  notified  to  be 
suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  In  the  same  month  a  child  was 
found  to  be  peeling  at  St.  Mary’s.  In  October  the  same  thing 
occurred  at  Park  Road. 

Two  of  the  above  cases  had  been  attended  by  a  doctor  and  no 
doubt  owing  to  the  mildness  of  the  cases  he  was  unable  to  say 
definitely  that  it  was  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  parents  allowed  the 
children  to  come  to  school. 

In  the  other  cases  the  parents  immediately  sent  for  a  doctor 
who  duly  notified  them  as  Scarlet  Fever. 


There  was  not  sufficient  evidence  in  any  of  the  above  cases 
to  warrant  the  authority  to  undertake  a  prosecution. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  School  Attendance  Officers’ 
Report  which  states  that  the  number  of  children  who  have  been 
excluded  on  account  either  of  themselves  or  their  brothers  or  sisters 
has  been  reduced  from  2,141  during  1908  to  868  during  1909.  This 
is  most  satisfactory  and  bears  witness  to  the  zeal  and  thoroughness 
of  the  Teachers,  the  Lady  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  School  Attend¬ 
ance  Officer.

With  regard  to  Chicken  Pox,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Mumps,  first  cases  only  are  entered,  so  that  the  figures  show  the 
number  of  families  affected.

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CLOSURE  OF  SCHOOLS. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  during  1909  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  recommend  the  closure  of  any  of  the  Schools,  although  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  Church  Walk  Infants,  Hawthorn  Road  Infants, 
and  Rockingham  Road  Infants  had  their  attendance  reduced 
almost  to  50  per  cent,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  chicken  pox, 
measles  and  colds.  The  latter  however  was  prevalent  throughout 
the  town,  no  doubt  caused  by  the  cold  and  wet  weather. 

A  most  important  Memorandum  on  ‘  ‘  The  Closure  of  and 
Exclusion  from  School  ”  has  been  recently  issued. 

Many  of  the  recommendations  in  this  memorandum  have 
been  in  force  for  some  years  in  your  district,  such  as  Instructions 
to  Teachers  and  Parents  and  Instructions  to  the  Head  Teacher, 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  regarding  Notifiable  Infectious 
Diseases  like  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  &c.  Again  in  the  case  of 
non-notifiable  diseases  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough,  &c., 
the  Head  Teachers  promptly  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
any  cases  occurring  in  their  schools  and  also  give  the  names  of 
children  coming  from  the  infected  houses,  so  that  the  Lady  In¬ 
spector  can  go  to  the  homes  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and  advise 
the  parents  to  send  for  a  doctor  and  at  the  same  time  leaves  a 
printed  leaflet  with  full  instructions  how  to  care  for  the  children 
in  the  different  diseases. 

With  regard  to  the  exclusion  of  scholars,  in  future  any  directions 
or  authorisation  given  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  with  respect 
to  the  question  of  individual  scholars  on  the  ground  that  their 
exclusion  is  desirable  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  must  be 
embodied  in  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  and  a  copy  of  every  certifi¬ 
cate  must  be  furnished  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  (Article 
53b  of  the  Code  of  1908).  The  Certificate  must  be  produced  if 
required  to  any  Inspector  or  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education’s 
Medical  Department. 

Closure  of  Schools.  The  opinion  has  prevailed  in  the  minds  of 
some  members  of  the  Education  Committee  as  well  as  some  Head 
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Teachers  that  a  School  should  be  closed  on  the  appearance  of  a 
single  infectious  disease,  and  certainly  if  the  attendance  falls 
below  a  certain  percentage. 

This  memorandum,  however,  gives  very  definite  instructions 
on  this  point  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  School  Medical 
Officers,  that  closure  can  only  be  advised  in  circumstances  involving 
imminent  risk  of  an  epidemic  and  not  then  as  a  matter  of  routine, 
nor  unless  there  be  a  clear  prospect  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
infection  such  as  cannot  be  expected  from  less  comprehensive 
action  and  apart  from  this  consideration  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  not  justified  in  advising  closure  to  prevent  financial  loss 
to  the  Local  Education  Authority. 

I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  that  your  Committee  supply 
a  copy  of  this  important  memorandum  to  all  your  Head  Teachers 
tor  use  and  reference  in  their  respective  schools. 


DISINFECTION. 

As  in  former  years  all  your  schools  have  been  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  Easter,  Summer 
and  Christmas  holidays. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  at  one  school  the  Caretaker  on  his  own 
initiation  used  a  watering  can  with  a  fine  rose  and  sprinkled  all 
the  floors  with  a  disinfectant  whenever  he  found  a  number  of 
children  absent  from  Infectious  diseases. 

I  asked  him  if  he  used  damp  cloths  for  dusting  and  he 
replied  he  was  unable  to  do  that  as  he  had  not  time. 

Might  I  suggest  to  your  Authority  to  give  orders  that  the 
dusting  should  be  done  with  damp  cloths,  which  have  been  rung 
out  of  some  disinfectant.  ,  Anything  to  get  rid  of  or  allay  the  dust 
in  schools  is  worthy  of  attention.

During  the  ensuing  year  I  propose  to  re-examine — 

I.  All  those  children  suffering  from  serious  defects  and  for 
whom  special  cards  have  been  written  out  ;  commencing  on 
January  25th — 

II.  All  children  transferred  from  the  Infant  to  the  Mixed 
Department. 

III.  All  children  between  the  age  of  10  and  11  years. 
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IV.  All  children  entering  the  schools  and  those  who  propose 
leaving  school. 

V.  Re-examination  of  those  children  suffering  from  serious 
defects. 

If  this  arrangement  can  be  carried  out  in  the  following  years, 
every  child  will  then  have  been  medically  examined  4  times  during 
its  school  life. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Miss  Cohen  and  Mr.  York  for  their  loyal 
help  in  the  work  of  Medical  Inspection,  especially  in  the  matter  of 
following  up  cases  to  their  homes  and  supplying  me  with  useful 
information.

During  the  year  1909  ten  meetings  of  the  School  Attendance* 
Sub-Committee  have  been  held ;  95  notices,  dealing  with  138 

children  were  issued,  requesting  parents  to  attend  a  Meeting  of  the 
Sub-Committee  in  consequence  of  the  irregular  attendance  or 
absence  of  their  children,  and  these  cases  have  been  fully  dealt 
with  by  the  Sub-Committee.  149  reports  on  individual  cases- 
have  also  been  submitted.  325  warning  notices  have  been  issued.

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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

During  the  year  29  summonses  (compared  with  28  in  1908) 
have  been  issued. 

A  fine  of  5/-  was  imposed  in  16  cases  ;  10/-  in  three  cases  ; 
14/-  in  three  cases;  15/-  in  two  cases  ;  and  £1  in  two  cases.  In 
two  cases  attendance  orders  were  granted  and  one  lad  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  Litchfield  Truants’  School. 

The  29  summonses  represent  cases  in  respect  of  the  irregular 
attendance,  or  absence,  of  38  children. 


TRUANT  AND  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  present  time  only  one  boy  is  away  at  a  Truant  School, 
viz.,  Harry  Pursglove  who  is  still  detained  at  the  Midland  Truants 
School,  Litchfield  ;  whilst  Charles  Harold  Humphries  and  Ernest 
Hughes  are  now  at  home  on  licence,  on  condition  that  they  make 
satisfactory  attendance  at  school. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infectious  ailments  have  not  been  so  numerous  as  during  1908. 

Every  case  of  suspected  infectious  disease  is  notified  by  the 
Head  Teacher  to  the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  thus  put  in 
touch  with  the  different  cases  as  they  crop  up  ;  a  system  of  noti¬ 
fication  from  the  Medical  Officer  as  to  the  period  during  which 
such  children  should  remain  absent  from  School  has  also  been 
adopted. 

Owing  to  the  Medical  Inspection  and  early  notification  of 
suspected  cases  of  Infectious  disease,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
the  number  of  children  who  have  been  excluded  on  account  either 
of  themselves  or  their  brothers  or  sisters  suffering  from  Infectious 
Diseases  has  been  reduced  from  2,141  (during  1908)  to  868  during 
1909. 
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The  number  of  weeks  during  which  children  have  been  com- 
ulsorily  absent  from  School  owing  to  the  same  cause  has  been 
.educed  from  9,223  to  4,327.

PROVISION  OF  MEALS  TO  NECESSITOUS 
SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 


Under  the  auspices  of  the  Children’s  Health  Sub-Committee, 
Breakfast  and  Dinner  have  been  supplied  to  a  certain  number  of 
children  on  every  school  day  throughout  the  year  ;  the  total 
number  of  meals  supplied  during  the  year  amounting  to  14,706. 

The  Cookery  Centre  at  the  Stamford  Road  Schools  was  opened 
from  nth  January  to  25th  June,  and  from  15th  November  to  23rd 
December  ;  the  average  number  of  children  served  with  meals 
being  46.8. 

During  the  summer  months — from  2nd  July  to  12th  November, 
the  meals  were  supplied  at  the  Cross  Keys  Coffee  Tavern,  the 
average  number  served  being  10.4. 

The  total  average  number  in  attendance  tor  each  meal 
throughout  the  year  was  34.6. 

The  largest  number  at  any  one  time  was  for  week  ended  29th 
January,  when  over  100  children  were  in  daily  attendance.  The 
smallest  number  was  during  July,  when  only  six  children  were 
present. 


The  total  number  of  families  supplied  with  meals  during  the 
year  was  66. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  one  meal  per  day  was  provided 
for  about  68  children,  a  special  subscription  list  being  opened 
for  the  purpose. 

On  Christmas  day  a  special  repast,  in  keeping  with  the  day, 
was  kindly  provided  by  the  Fuller  Young  Men’s  Bible  Class,  also 
a  Tea  on  Boxing  Day.
